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Application of Bio and Gena Technology: Crop Spraying 

With its January 1987 attack on Human Genetic Counselling Centre and its February 1988 attack on the Bio-Centre in Braunschweig 
Red Zora (Rote Zara) continues its uncompromising campaign against West German population policies, human genetic engineering 
and the use of bio-technology. 

An autonomously organized feminist guerrilla band, Red Zora has been active in West Germany since 1974 when it bombed the 
Supreme Court after it had withdrawn abortion reform legislation. Since then Red Zora has militantly opposed the sex trade in attacks on 
pornography stores, and women traders.lt attacked the misogynist Federal Doctor's Guild in '77 calling them "exponents of rape in 
white trenchcoats, " and bombed the Shering company for its production of the birth defect inducing Duogynon pill. 

But Red Zora has not confined its criticism to "women s issues"—it has participated with the Revolutionary Cells, with whom it shares 
the same illegal structures and concept, with the writing of a lengthy discussion of the peace movement and in the distribution of pirate 
transportation tickets. Red Zora has also attacked high-technology companies such as Nixdorf and Siemens and, in support of striking 
women in Korea and Sri Lanka, the chainstores of Adler. 

Red. Zora’s campaign against bio and gene technology has greatly heightened awareness of this issue in West Germany. With its 
publication of documents stolen from several institutions the misogynist and anti-human nature of the new technology has become clear. 


Feminists Bomb Bio Centre 


The International Revolutionary Women’s Movement Lives! 


T he women’s movement has made it 
clear through information and ac¬ 
tions that biological and gene tech¬ 
nology are purely the means of the ruling 
class. They mean: 

-sharper sexist attacks against women 
(population policy). 

-racist selection for imperialist economic 
use. 

-enormous, biologically organized 
destruction of people, plants and animals 
("Green Revolution") in the service of 
profit. 

-massive profits for capital, particularly in 
the areas of the pharmaceutical and 
foodstuffs industries. 

The massive involvement of the oil and 
chemical multinationals (Hoechst, BASF, 
Bayer, Schering, Sandoz, Ciba Gergy) in 
research and the development of biological 
and gene technology is logical. This 
technology, along with micro-electronics, 
is the future profit for international capital. 
It is characteristic that the four gene 
centres existing here are essentially co¬ 
financed by the corporations of the FRG /1 
and that the research projects taking place 
there are determined by their needs. It is 


also characteristic that they are 
transnational and are facilitated by the 
participation of industry. 

Through state funding of the basic 
research, with the main emphasis on 
"direct application", the FRG has made up 
for lagging behind in this technology as 
regards the USA and Japan, and is now the 
leader in Europe. Research is carried on, 
besides the four gene centres, in five large 
research complexes (the Institute for 
Biological Research mbH Braunschweig 
(GBF) 2 , Central Research Complexes 
Julich and Karlsruhe, Cancer Research 
Centre Heidelberg, Institute for Radiation 
and Natural Research, in 10 Max Planck 
Institutes, and in 34 universities. The goal 
of the BMFT (Federal Ministry for 
Research and Technology)^ and the 
provincial programs ("Prioritizing 
Technologically Oriented Enterprises, 
TOE model Experimental 

Biotechnology/Technology Parks") are to 
help the corporations get started and push 
forward the utilization of the technology. 

Biotechnology and gene technology play 
an important role in the imperialist 
formation and unification of West Europe: 



-it is the central point in the EUREKA 
Program, along with information 
technologies and space research. 

-the research program of the European 
Commonwealth for 1985-89. 

-financing the European Molecular 
Biology Laboratory (EMBL) in

security objectives or the establishment of 
a gene technology investigatory committee 
have only a legitimating character and, in 
the final analysis, yield, as such, the 
achievement of social acceptance of this 
technology. As such, the "discussion" 
about the extension of the patent laws is 
currently going on at the governmental 
level, whereupon the genetically 
manipulated plants and animals in the 
possession of the corporations, and, in 
particular, claimed by the chemical 
industry, will be given free reign and will 
be decontrolled for industrial marketing. 

One effect of the cynical, human- and 
nature-hating work of gene research is 
indicated by the most recently discovered 
example, out of Argentina, where a virus 
produced in the USA was tested on cows, 
with the goal of involving humans in the 
experiment (TAZ, 01/02/1988) 1 2 3 4 . To deal 
with those areas which can dirty the clean 
image which research has in the 
metropoles, the countries of the three 
continents 5 6 are offered up as experimental 
areas in the service of the logic of a 
destructive imperialist technology. 

Using the device of state means of 
research as an instrument that promises 
success in furthering this sci-fi, high-tech 
industry, Braunschweig was constructed as 
the national centre for large-scale 
biotechnological research. BMFT invested 
more than 1/3 of its entire budget for the 
period of 84-89 there (325 million DM) 5 . 
GBF (the goal of a Rote Zora action in the 
autumn of 1986) 7 is valued as the core for 
production of biotechnological equipment, 


so little information available on urban 
guerrilla/militant action we believe that a 
non-sectarian approach is appropriate.

which cost approximately 50 million DM, 
a facility of the TU 8 for a new course of 
study in biotechnology, is now on display, 
situated in a building where, among other 
things, the Student Association once had 
their rooms. To protest against this 
destruction, against the establishment of 
the biotechnological institute, and against 
the installation of research into genetics, 
gene manipulation, and biotechnological 
processes technologies, the students 
occupied the building in September 1985 
and informed the public about these issues. 
The Bio-Centre is an essential 
"cornerstone" for the Biotechnological 
Research Association, in which it is 
intimately intertwined work of the TU, 
GBF, the Federal Biological Institute 9 , and 
the Federal Research Institute for National 
Economics 10 is manifested. "The institute 
accommodated in the Bio-Centre 
represents, in research and teaching, basic 
central bio-scientific disciplines of 
biotechnology. Test tubes exists in a 
common place at the disposal of 
cooperating industrial partners, as well as 
foreign and resident research institution, so 




that they can carry on their common 
research projects," according to the TU’s 
official presentation at Biotechnica 1985. 

An example of this reality is the fact that 
the scientists from GBF are integrated into 
the university teaching body. "This is a 
model which doesn’t exist with such 
compactness in any other area, and which 
will be very interesting for the future," 
says Klien, the manager of GBF. 

Women’s resistance against the 
utilization of women’s work and women’s 
bodies has increased worldwide: in South 
Africa, El Salvador, South Korea, 
Palestine...the revolutionary struggle is 
essentially carried out by women. 
Revolutionary struggle is a reality and 
threat to the ruling class. Here women 
attempt to realize their belief in a feminist, 
internationalist, revolutionary practice, not 
only in the area of gene technology, but 
also against trading in women, violence 
against women, and the imperialist 
squeezing dry of women’s labour. 

We have often stressed that we 
understand our struggle as practical 
internationalism. In spite of repression and 
persecution, in the context of which the 
ruling class has used all means in the 
attempt to hinder the women’s resistance— 
FOR US THERE IS NOWHERE TO 
WITHDRAW TO! 

For us there is only the determination to 
have a free life, that is to say, resistance 
against patriarchal, imperialist rule. 

Therefore, on February 27th, 1988, we 
laid a bomb at the Bio-Centre, in 
anticipation of its imminent inauguration!

Adler Burns! 

With the following communique 
Rote Zora claimed responsibility 
for attacks on nine branches of 
the German textile manufacturer 
Adler on August 15,1987. Acting 
in solidarity with women working 
in Adler production plants in 
South Korea and Sri Lanka, Rote 
Zora, along with the help of the 
sister organization the Amazons, 
was able to force the German 
multinational to concede to the 
demands of the striking women. 

One of the largest German 
clothing manufacturers, Adler 
moved its production facilities to 
low wage ‘Third World' coun¬ 
tries, especially South Korea and 
Sri Lanka. The company's con¬ 
tinued profit-taking depends on 
the exploitation of Third World 
women, who are forced to take 
poorly paid non-union jobs, with 
long hours and bad working con¬ 
ditions. A South Korean seam¬ 
stress is paid as little as $25 
(Cdn) a month as opposed to the 
$700 she would make in West 


Germany. 

Over the summer months of 
1987, the women working at 
Adler production facilities in 
South Korea and Sri Lanka went 
on strike to fight against their 
intolerable situation, and called 
for support in West Germany. 
Following a series of protest ac¬ 
tions in front of Adler chain- 
stores, public meetings and in¬ 
formation campaigns, Rote Zora 
moved into action. Damages were 
estimated at $17 million. 

Responding to this action the 
company threatened to close their 
South Korean factory, laying off 
1,700 workers. Undaunted, on 
September 11th the Amazons, the 
"sisters of Rote Zora," fire- 
bombed an Adler clothing store 
in West Berlin causing consider¬ 
able damage. With "burning ar¬ 
rows" the Amazons wanted to re¬ 
mind Adler management of Rote 
Zora's demands made the previ¬ 
ous month. 

With this latest action, the 
company caved in. The board of 
directors has agreed to fulfil the 


demands of Rote Zora and the 
Amazons, "because it doesn't see 
any other choice." 

T he women at Adler in 
South Korea struggle 
against the exploitation of 
their labour power and to defend 
themselves against the daily sex¬ 
ism. They call for support from 
the FRG for their struggle. As a 
result, the shitty living and 
working conditions of women in 
the vacuous production centres of 
the three continents 1 and espe¬ 
cially those of Adler in South Ko¬ 
rea and Sri Lanka, are becoming 
more widely known here, through 
leaflets, events and actions in 
front of Adler’s retail centres. 

In these actions, anti-imperial¬ 
ism can be practical. As such, we 
cannot leave the attractive dis¬ 
count markets unattended to. On 
August 15, 1987, nine branches 
were burnt and decorated. 


We will develop our struggle in 
the metropole against a system 
that can never survive without 
sexism and racism. Sexism, that 
means violence against women 
and the sexual division of labour. 
Racism, that means the dividing 
of our struggles, insofar as we, 
white women, profit from the ex¬ 
ploitation on the three continents. 

In our resistance here, we will 
include the living conditions and 
struggles of women there— 
whether the women work for 
starvation wages, live from pros¬ 
titution, or organize in the daily 
struggle for survival in the slums- 
-if they strike, occupy land, col¬ 
lectively appropriate the means 
for survival, struggle in the liber¬ 
ation movements... 

Our hope for liberation here 
can only be part of the worldwide 
liberation of women, in which we 
will be a part of a common strug¬ 
gle. 


The success of women’s strug¬ 
gles there is also an encourage¬ 
ment for all the women who de¬ 
fend themselves against humili¬ 
ating oppression here. 

Flaming greetings to the South 
Korean women working for 
Adler. 

Resumption of negotiations! 
Rehire the fired! 

16.5% wage increase! 

Stop the deployment of the 
workplace security gangsters!

E xploitation, the sexist division of la¬ 
bour, and violence against women 
are for us components of the patri¬ 
archal ruling system, without which impe¬ 
rialism in the Third World and here cannot 
be understood. 

In the fight against bio- and genetech- 
noiogv, we see a key point on which to de¬ 
velop our resistance against this system, 
against every oppression, for women’s lib¬ 
eration worldwide. We see our struggle 
here not separated from the relations which 
imperialism causes in the Third World, but 
rather as a concrete, practical anti-imperi¬ 
alism, in which we try to hinder the fric¬ 
tionless course of capital’s strategy and its 
intervention in the structures of the Third 
World. 

The occasion for our action and this pub¬ 
lication was for us fact that human genetics 
was/is an essential point in the public dis¬ 
cussion about genetic and reproduction 
techniques. The discussion over human 
genetics mirrors a lack of perspectives in 
the women’s movement, at least when it is 
led like in Berlin concerning ANTIGENA. 
Where do we leave demands and initia¬ 
tives, which spring from the frameworks 
given by rulers and their thinkers? Where 
do we demand our feminist utopias? 

The handicapped in Berlin demanded the 
closing of the Humangenetic Counselling 
Center. This establishment is the cross¬ 
roads for the healthy registration of as 
many people as possible, for the selection 
of the desirable and undesirable future 
generation, for the dissemination of the 
idea that all social problems-from alcohol 
to allergies, criminality and physical dis¬ 
ability-are biological in nature and cor¬ 
rectable with medicine. 

Against the demand of the handicapped, 
among women there arose a massive 
protest: that it is up to every woman to de¬ 
cide whether she wants a handicapped 
child, every woman must confront this de¬ 
cision herself and the demand to close the 
centre would be taboo. 

Thereby a different taboo is really 
planted in our heads: the taboo against off¬ 
beat thinking about the relations that com¬ 
pose society and against demanding the 


right to be different than the average; the 
right to imagine a world, free from all 
propaganda of humangenetic, medicinal, 
and social-political scientists; and the right 
to fight for one, in which the sick and 
handicapped are integrated. A world in 
which they are no burden. A world in 
which the entire sickness producing envi¬ 
ronmental conditions and social relations 
are gone. 

The propaganda of these humangeneti- 
cists and the population-politicians and 
also our own fear puts the problem on its 
head: a toxic waste scandal, an atomic ac¬ 
cident 1 , have become an opportunity to 
boost human-genetics and to turn on the 
victims of the ruling politics. 

They say they want to help women. They 
will receive information which will let 
them come to a self-determined decision 
about abortion/sterilization. 

But this "self-determination" has its lim- 
itadons-of late, where for example women 
m psychiatric care, in the special schools, 
unadapted women here and above all the 
"superfluous" women and women offering 
resistance in the Third World, where these 
women refuse to "voluntarily" submit to 
the population politics of the ruling groups. 
This fact remains even when all this is 
meant to be in the "best interests" for 
handicapped, special-students, psychiatric 
patients, and the poor in the Third World. 

With the help of the genetic classifica¬ 
tion, they will achieve the exclusion of all 
who not unconditionally submit to the 
normality of capitalist labour’s everyday¬ 
ness. 

It is planned to reduce the cost of care 
for "sick" children and grown-ups accord¬ 
ing to cost-use-accounting. While this 
problem under fascism was solved through 
worse care and later extermination of 
"unworthy" life, the methods of today’s 
human-geneticists are subtler: through 
their propaganda of "self-determination of 
the woman, prevention of suffering of the 
handicapped and their families", they want 
women to voluntarily submit to the popu¬ 
lation-political goals of the rulers. 

The need of women for the healthy child 
is in the first place an expression of the sit¬ 


uation that now as before in this state, 
women have the real responsibility for 
children and therefore every deviation 
from the so called normal becomes a bur¬ 
den on the woman. In the economy of the 
capitalist/patriarchal system, women are 
always a "maneuverable mass" in repro¬ 
duction and in the labour market, which 
objectively contributes decisively to the 
reduction of the cost of wages. Also in this 
logic, women must be productively effi¬ 
cient, i.e., have healthy kids, which makes 
them as cost effective as possible for 
man/capital/State, 

Those who go against these plans 
threaten a whole catalogue of sanctions: 
limitation of financial possibilities, when 
the handicapped are not maintained by re¬ 
sponsibility-groups, e.g., sick-funds or 
pension institutions; TOSBSff'ol m@Wd- 
ual possibilities, when women are solely 
responsible for the care of the handi¬ 
capped; social isolation or exclusion- 
psychiatric/forced sterilization, etc. 
Through the offer of precautionary mea¬ 
sures and examinations of human-geneti¬ 
cists, the fears of women are individual¬ 
ized and channelled away from the ones 
who are really the cause-like chemical 
companies, the pro-atomic lobby, toxic 
waste producers. A toxic waste scandal 
leads rather to the demand for broader 
human-genetic advice in pregnancy than to 
a storm on the toxic waste producers and to 
similar actions toward the health authori¬ 
ties. The existing offers of examinations 


are simply an alibi and are meant to help 
pacify the victim. 

To really curb the development of sick¬ 
ness in newborns, human-genetic coun¬ 
selling centers don’t really make sense, but 
rather first, the sickness-inducing envi¬ 
ronmental conditions, and second, the 
technological birthing machine-to which 
about 50% of all handicapping problems 
with newborns can be attributed-must be 
done away with. 

The human-geneticists know only a 
vanishing small number "disorders or de¬ 
fects" that are genetically conditioned The 
most important thing for them is to collect 
data for their researches, and from the 
broadest possible sources (thus they refer 
to sickness raging to alcoholism and can¬ 
cer). It is here that the interests of the re¬ 
production-doctors, the genetic tecKnolo- 
gists and the precautionary doctors, who 
work hand in hand, meet. 

The concept of "self-determination" of 
the pregnant woman is out of place in this 
context: doctors determine the methods of 
examination, human-geneticists likewise 
the interpretation of the results and the 
Par.#218 laws 2 determine the conditions of 
abortion. Looking back we have to say that 
the #218 campaign of the women’s move¬ 
ment stood in the (possibly unconscious) 
tradition of selection and exclusion of the 
handicapped. This is clearly included in 
the eugenic indication.

On December 18,1987 the West German Federal Prosecutor 1 s Office 
carried out a search and arrest operation in which 33 homes , offices 
and a medical practice were raided . Vila Penselin, accused of mem¬ 
bership in Red Zora , and Ingrid Strobl, accused of membership in the 
Revolutionary Cells and suspicion of participation in the bombing of 
Lufthansa (in protest to the forcible deportation of immigrants and the 
promotion of sex-tourism) were arrested in this attempt to separate 
those with a radical critique of bio-and gene-technology and popula¬ 
tion policy, and those who are just becoming aware of this subject. For

The state-wide BKA action of 
December 18, 1987 (raids in 33 
homes and offices) was directed, 
at the primary level, against 
women and women’s projects. As 
women from the autonomous 
women’s movement, it is impor¬ 


tant for us to clearly examine the 
basis for this. The women af¬ 
fected are active in the discussion 
around gene and reproductive 
technologies. Since reproduction 
techniques (from test tube babies 
to altering the genetic composi¬ 


tion of embryos) and ever more 
precise research during preg¬ 
nancy, women will be increas¬ 
ingly controlled, will have our 
free disposal our bodies ever 
more curtailed. The policy of se¬ 
lection and eradication was al¬ 
ready established in population 
policy under national Socialism, 
Which woman could bare which 
child was set. Today, with 
"modem" methods, the same goal 
will be pursued. 

The complete planning and 
control of all life, as a goal of the 
patriarchal delusion of omnipo¬ 
tence, can only function through 
us women. Therefore, we defend 
ourselves. 

We are in solidarity with the 
women affected and protest as 
sharply as possible against the 
criminalization of the discussions 
amongst ourselves of vital 
themes.

The state is constructing an 
ever larger and more easily ap¬ 
plied repertoire of laws and pos¬ 
sibilities for action, so as to 
achieve all of their objectives 
with regards to managing resis¬ 
tance (Paragraph 129a 6 , StGB 7 , 
new security laws...) These ac¬ 
tions of the state, in this case, 
serve to criminalize, as terrorist 
associations, women’s groups, 
individual women, and, in this 
way, the entire women’s move¬ 


ment, which expresses sentiments 
critical of the system, for exam¬ 
ple, of genetic and reproductive 
technologies and/or sex tourism. 

While organized associations 
are unhindered in conducting 
their criminal and anti-human 
businesses, such as nuclear waste 
dumps, trading in women, sex 
tourism, genetic manipulation, it 
is precisely the persons and 
groups that revolt against such 
machinations and openly defend 
themselves who will be intimi¬ 
dated and criminalized. 

The purpose is clear. Every 
form of resistance and counter-in¬ 
formation should be prevented 
from the outset. We can only con¬ 


front the desired splits and in¬ 
timidation efforts together. Soli¬ 
darity and the resolute continua¬ 
tion of our work must be the con¬ 
sequence. 

Write the women effected by 
the BKA’s terror actions, whether 
they are inside or outside of 
prison. Have discussions and or¬ 
ganize events... 

Not only thoughts shall be 
free 8 .

O n Friday, December 18, 
1987, over thirty raids 
occurred in the FRG. 

This included the Gene Archive 
in Essen. Many men and women 
were temporarily detained. 
Somewhere held in prison. 

The Chief Federal Prosecutor 
used the open and critical analy¬ 
sis of the dangers and the political 
as well as the historical implica¬ 
tions of pre-natal diagnosis, of the 
population policy, and of the 
chemical and pharmaceutical in- 
dustrystry, as a reason for in¬ 
vestigation within the context of 
paragraph 129a-membership in 
or support for a terrorist associa¬ 
tion-even if unconnected from 
concrete acts or even association. 

The BKAi agents who carried 
out the raid of the Gene Archive 
in Essen didn’t just look around, 
but also seized extensive amounts 
of material: seminar papers, cor¬ 
respondence, and address lists. In 
this way, the BKA hopes to gain 
a clear look into the contents of 
the groups, who criticize the the¬ 
ory and practice of human 
breeding and "euthanasia". As 
well, these papers will certainly 
offer a the object for the con¬ 
struction of a tight infrastructure 
in the sense of paragraph 129a 
regarding resistance to gene and 
reproductive technologies. Indi¬ 
vidual women who have widely 
publicized facts about the highly 
subsidized gene and reproductive 
technologies, will be targeted, 
classified as part of the so-called 
terrorist scene, and arrested. By 
and large, it is apparent that 
groups in the women’s movement 
will be at the centre of interest. 

The history of paragraph 129a 
indicates that it functions to 
criminalize and prevent debates 
with politically explosive themes, 
such as, for example, the recon¬ 


struction of National Socialist? 
population policy, raising the 
connection between human 
breeding and euthanasia within 
the program, and the radicaliza- 
tion regarding areas from the 
breeding of humans through to 
^he killing of 
organ donors). 

With the sterilization law, the 
so-called euthanasia law and the 
embryo protection law, this pro¬ 
gram is to be again socially es¬ 
tablished. 

In this situation, it seems to us 
absolutely necessary to place 
these themes on th agenda, but 
also to consolidate them in the 
public eye. On this basis, we de¬ 
mand the discontinuation of all 
research and the liberation of Ulla 
Penselin and Ingrid Strobl as vic¬ 
tims of these politics. We will not 
allow ourselves to be intimidated. 

This resolution was adopted by 
the signatories at a solidarity 
event for the Gene Archive 
(Essen), Ulla Penselin 
(Hamburg), and Ingrid Strobl 
(now in Munich) on December 
23,1987 in "Gegenwind’’3 Politi¬ 
cal Bookstore (Hamburg).

A judge who condemned 
members of the resis¬ 
tance under the NS 1 
regime "cannot be charged with 
criminal behavior". With this 
statement, the Federal Supreme 
Court acquitted the chief judge of 
the NS and Police Court in Mu¬ 
nich, Otto Sack. But it gets better. 
In the case of the Assessor for the 
People’s Court 2 , Hans-Joachim 
Rehse, who rubber-stamped at 
least 231 death sentences, the 
BGH 3 * ruled, in 1968: "As a 
member of the Associated Court, 
the charged was, under then cur¬ 
rent law, independent and equal 
before the law, and only subject 
to the law and answerable to his 
own conscience." In this way, 
Rehse was acquitted. As such 23 
years after the so-called "zero 
hour", Freisler’s death machine 
was declared an independent, le¬ 
gal jurisdiction by the Supreme 
Court of the "legal successor" to 
the NS State, the FRG4. 

I was also taken, in a protective 
ring, before the Supreme Court, 
on December 20, 1987. Since 
then. I’ve been sitting in isolation 
in JVA Munich-Neudeck. 
"You’re writing a book about 
National Socialism, do you see 
parallels between that time and 
today?" a BKA 5 agent asked me 
during the transport to Karlsruhe. 
The so-called "zero hour” never 
happened. The liberation was 
immediately followed by the con¬ 
struction of the new state of the 
Federal Republic. The parties- 
and, in fact, at crucial levels- 
where the men who had already 
established their outstanding 
merit under National Socialism: 
as jurists, doctors, economic 
"leaders” etc...From Globke to 
Filbinger to all of those whose 


names aren’t known. From Flick, 
Thyssen, and Schleyer • s to those 
completely shrouded in secrecy... 

Thanks to US Construction 
Aid, the FRG was built into a 
powerful imperialist state. The 
men who financed Hitler, and 
then had the "Eastern workers" 
and work commandos of the con¬ 
centration camps worked to death 
for them, today carry out the war 
for profit against the people of the 
so-called "Third World”. An es¬ 
pecially "sensitive" example is 
Degesch, the firm in Frankfurt 
which produced the Zyklon-B for 
the gas chambers. Today, they 
export weed and bug (and rat as 
well) killer to South-East Asia. 
Degesch was then called-and to¬ 
day is still called: "the Germany 
company for pest control". Even 
today other pests are extermi¬ 
nated along with the rats: the 
people in the countries of the 
three continents (Asia, Africa, 
and South and Central America), 
who imagine that they also have 
the right to life. That, however, 
they only have if they are espe¬ 
cially needed t be used as cheap 
work animals, to bring the harvest 
in from under clouds of poison 
for firms like Degesch, Bayer, 
Hoechst, and co., to serve as sex 
slaves for the white man, to serve 
as female thrashing and aggres¬ 
sion object to deflect the rage of 
their men from those responsi¬ 
ble- 

in September 1986, Neo-Nazis 
set a fire in the basement of a 
house occupied by foreigners. 
They wanted to smoke the lot out 
In March 1988, two of these pa¬ 
triots were sentenced to 18 and 9 
months probation as accessories 
to arson. The formation of our 
membership in a "terrorist associ¬ 


ation" was never an issue. 

Ulla Penselin, myself, and four 
people, who allegedly "fled”, 
were accused with membership in 
a "terrorist association". Not only 
because we were accused of 
wanting to bum foreign people 
alive. That was clearly not 
"terrorism”. But-in my case-, 
because I am supposed to have 
participated in the bombing of the 
Headquarters of the German 
Lufthansa 7 . (The Revolutionary 
Cells based this attack on the 
participation of Lufthansa in the 
extradition of refugees and in the 
sex-tourism business. 8 * * 11 ) 

"Proof of this membership? I 
am of the opinion that the conti¬ 
nuity of fascism, the ever sharper 
emergent enslaving of women, 
the policy which the "First 
World" carries out against the 
"Third World”, the murderous 
patriarchal imperialism, must be 
energetically struggled against. 
And I am impudent enough to say 
so loudly. I will permit myself to 
continue to say so loudly. Even in 
the face of the danger that all the 
alarms will ring in the Federal 
Prosecutors Office.

Resolution Regarding 
The Raids and Arrests 
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Statement from Ingrid Strobl 


Preliminary Assessment of 
the December Arrests and 
the Wave of Raids 

E ssential ruling interests of 
imperialism were touched 
by the broad struggle 
against gene technology and the 
refugee policy. This became clear 
as a result of the virtually hysteri¬ 
cal action of the state against the 
people involved in these strug¬ 
gles, regardless at what level. 
And that these actions were pri¬ 
marily directed against women is 
logical. 

Women play an enormously 
important role for the absolute 
and complete orientation of the 
world to the interests of the 
metropole. And women have, at 
the same time, begun to struggle 
against their oppression all over 
the world. Capital no longer lim¬ 
its itself to using cheap and un¬ 
paid labour of women via capi¬ 
talist and patriarchal justifica¬ 
tions, while simultaneously al¬ 
lowing the private/individual ex¬ 
ploitation of her body by a single 
man (from which it again indi¬ 
rectly profits). Today, women are 
to be directly subjugated as bod¬ 
ies of capital, as sexual "cash 
crops", as cheap commodities, as 
"catalogued" products, as objects 
of the expanding and high-profit 
pom market, as raw materials for 
the gene and reproduction tech¬ 
nologies, qualified by experts as 
the branches of the future, as si¬ 
multaneously two different 
things: the means to and the goal 
of profit. 


role in this newly structured 
world. If they still want to guar¬ 
antee the survival of the family 
through minimal subsistence pro¬ 
duction, they will be robbed of 
this basis and "set free" to either 
cheap labour on the plantations, 
in the factories of the world mar¬ 
ket, as slaves in private house¬ 
holds, as the so-called "servant 
girls", as prostitutes, or as 
"unnecessary mouths" designated 
to starve to death. At the same 
time they will be handled as 
bodies that are commodities sold 
in bordellos and to the pom in¬ 


dustry or as bodies that are com¬ 
modities and free labour sold off 
to private husbands in the 
metropoles. At the same time, 
women are cynically maneuvered 
and utilized as means for pre¬ 
venting rebellion. Each humili¬ 
ated and exploited male planta¬ 
tion worker still has "his" private 
slave to count among his posses¬ 
sions, which he can despise,beat, 
torment, and kill. This is meant to 
prevent him from turning in rage 
against the oppressor. 

To totally control the world and 
sections of the people requires, as 


such, the control of the reproduc¬ 
tive capacity of people, and this 
concretely means, of women. 
These hurdles must be overcome 
by industry and ("its") science, 
and to this end they need the 
bodies of women as raw material, 
as components, and as research 
objects. And they need the con¬ 
sent of the women of the 
metropoles as consumers of the 
waste products of artificial fertil¬ 
ization. 

Clearly, these connections must 
still be further researched and de¬ 
fined. The outline is already indi¬ 


cated here. The ruling class must 
react particularly severely if two 
of their most important projects, 
gene technology and their refugee 
policy, are massively attacked. 
All people who carry out these 
attacks must be intimidated, and 
the militants supporting them 
must be isolated and criminal¬ 
ized. It is, as such, only logical 
that the perpetrators must be 
found and if none can be found, 
some must be invented.

Ulla Penselin’s First Letter from Prison 


With this, they have 
"revolutionized" the food tech¬ 
nologies. They have supplied the 
conditions (hybrid grains: plants 
which, given particular fertilizers 
and pest control agents, are re¬ 
sistant) for dividing what re¬ 
mains, in the interests of the 
metropole: here zones that are 
cultivated and in which people 
are transferred, becoming floods 
of refugees. As such, gene tech¬ 
nology is the profitable branch of 
production of the future, which 
promises profits and, in part, is 
already producing profits for the 
gene, pharmacological, biologi¬ 
cal, and the entire chemical in¬ 
dustry. 

And it is, at the same time, a 
driving power for totally squeez¬ 
ing, enslaving, and exterminating 
people according to the dictates 
of the metropoles. As well, the 
flood of refugees set in motion by 
this totality fits into and is used in 
the framework of the interna¬ 
tional division of labour. To be 
precise, most find their place in 
"illegal" labour or are kept as in¬ 
vestment material in barracks. 

However as soon as some of 
them independently attempt to 
move and possibly try their luck 
themselves in the heart of the 
beast, they come up against a 
state defense policy that is as 
complexly developed as it is 
brutal against this "unreasonable 
demand". 

Women play a completely new 


M y political activity in re¬ 
cent years has-as many 
know-been concentrat¬ 
ed on the theme of population 
policy. That, for me, meant re¬ 
sistance to a policy of the ruling 
class, resisting the shifting of 
people via the greatest variety of 
methods to and fro according to 
economic requirements and po¬ 
litical opportuneness, managing 
them or exterminating them ac¬ 
cording to the demands of 
(performance) norms: 

selection according to what is 
useful for the system, eradication 
of useless people and people in¬ 
volved in resistance-the applica¬ 
tion of the cost/usefulness princi¬ 
ple to people. Besides the tradi¬ 
tional means of population con¬ 
trol, such as making abortion 
obligatory or forbidding abortion, 
health services, family ideology, 
images of women, and the murder 
of women increasingly operate as 
instruments by which selection, 
even before birth, will be facili¬ 
tated: pre-birth diagnosis, human 
genetics, reproductive medicine, 
and gene technology (of which 
particularly the latter has yet 
many more aspects-such as, for 
example, research on bacterio¬ 
logical warfare, food production 
policy and business). 

That these instruments are in 


the first line of population policy 
and are particularly directed 
against women lies in their na¬ 
ture. However, to carry on the re¬ 
sistance with only the demand for 
self-determination over our own 
bodies and as an attack on male 
medicine is to stop short. Where 
such limited (narrow¬ 
minded/metropolitan) compre¬ 
hension of self-determination 
leads is, in the meantime, already 
apparent when women begin to 
tinker with, for example, laws 
governing surrogate motherhood, 
laboratory security, or the like, or 
begin to look for arguments about 
whether women here, or maybe 
there, cannot benefit from 
"technical progress". Such think¬ 
ing asserts a freedom of choice. 


which for most people does not 
exist. However, as soon as gene 
technology, human genetics, etc., 
are understood as machinery of 
imperialist and patriarchal ex¬ 
ploitation and oppression and a 
life of freedom for all people is 
understood to be the goal, there 
will be no ifs, or buts regarding 
any aspects of population policy, 
there will be no participation, but 
only consistent resistance. It must 
become as with other themes, for 
example, women’s work, sexism, 
Paragraph 2182, rape, trading in 
women, where the discussions 
and practical expressions go into 
many areas and offer many re¬ 
sults, so as to link them and con¬ 
vert them into a revolutionary, 
international, feminist politic, 


which gets its power and strength 
from the great variety of its ac¬ 
tions. 

You understand that I cannot, 
from prison, offer you any theo¬ 
retical wisdom that will not have 
already been discussed. Mind 
you, I can still offer one very 
practical and very old bit of wis¬ 
dom: Solidarity is a Weapon!!! 
This is an overwhelming and 
strengthening experience which is 
felt very concretely here in 
prison! 

Strength and love to all those 
throughout the world, inside and 
outside, who suffer and struggle, 
and thanks to all known and un¬ 
known friends for their solidarity 
and support!

Solidarity is a Weapon 
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Below we present a communique from the West German autonomist group the Militant 
Cells which, discusses the reasons for their June 20, 1987 attack on the multinational 
pharmaceutical firm Ciba-Geigy. This is the first communique which we have seen from 
this group. 


Statement on the 
Bombing Attack on the 
New Human-Pharmaco¬ 
logical institute of Ciba 
Geigy 

W e have tried to reflect on and 
assess our own political history 
in theory and praxis and the 
history of the radical Left and Women’s 
movement. 

We find ourselves at the moment where 
we consider it necessary for us and the 
movement in total to turn away from 
spontaneous and punctual acts and develop 
a continual and encompassing radical poli¬ 
tics. 

The gap between our theoretical under¬ 
standing and our praxis must become 
smaller. Our priority lies therefore in 
broadening our practical possibilities. So, 
within that, to work on the possibilities for 
action, in order to be able to act appropri¬ 
ately and on many levels. 

There is still no mass resistance or pre¬ 
revolutionary conditions here. Neverthe¬ 
less, it is important to further develop the 
forms of resistance now, without overesti¬ 
mating the strength of our forces at this 
moment. In the development of our praxis, 
it is important to probe our own contradic¬ 
tions and fears offensively, and the contra¬ 
dictions inside the movement, and to con¬ 
vey these publicly. 

The following points are important to us 
in the development of our resistance: 

a) to build continual and committed struc¬ 
tures, 

b) to create anti-patriarchal and Left-radi¬ 
cal consciousness, 

c) to develop militant praxis and continue 
this development. 

. Regarding a), we continue to think that 
among us and in the radical Left, there are 
structures that are not free from patriarchal 
modes of thought, hierarchy, and special¬ 
ist-ism. Often enough, the cause for such 
structures lies in the ignorance of the real 
relations between the sexes that in our 
scene as well is sooner blurred than made 
into a problem. Whether we are in a posi¬ 
tion to address this thus, whether a devel¬ 
opment can take place, time will tell. It ap¬ 
pears to us to be possible only on the basis 
of commitment and continuity. This fur¬ 
thers a readiness to delve into the different 
analyses and approaches of men and 
women. Also, lessons from relationships 
external to the group must be drawn by the 
group and be a component of political 
praxis. Commitment and continuity are 
also necessary for the adoption and devel¬ 


opment of practical capabilities: for exam¬ 
ple, making the actions safer for us as well 
as for others. Through this we are in a po¬ 
sition to follow through with long-term, 
more effective, and more multi-leveled ac¬ 
tions. 

Regarding b), with and in our statements, 
we want to try, through a fundamental 
analysis of the capitalist-patriarchal sys¬ 
tem, to make it clear that for us there is no 
accepting the dominant society. We refuse 
all reformist and revisionist illusions of 
change. Finally, there is the question of 
power. It must be a necessary component 
of a radical theory that this system is not 
going to be overturned without violence. 

It is clear that anti-patriarchal, left-radi¬ 
cal consciousness can not only develop 
through theoretical understandings, but 
that experiences with resistance to state 
power and tyranny, to violence by men and 
male ignorance, and to capitalist utiliza¬ 
tion, are imperative. 

Regarding c): For us, this is about the 
struggle over the application, execution, 
effect, and consciousness of our actions. 
For instance, what the relative political 
value of an action is, within the entire radi¬ 
cal resistance at a particular point in time. 

The relationship of militant small-group 
actions and mass militancy must be con¬ 
tinually reflected on, so that we can de¬ 
velop effective forms of resistance. We 
want to achieve a point where many other 
people also take the step toward militant 
praxis because they see that it is both nec¬ 
essary and can be done. 

We will not founder because of our de¬ 
feats but because of the struggles that 
we have not led. 

At this time we are not in the position of 
posing the question of power. Therefore, 
we consider the current phase of our resis¬ 
tance to be a defensive strategy. Which 
does not mean that we are not offensively 
leading the fight against projects that serve 
the security of capitalist and patriarchal 
power. To expose, prevent, and if possible 
stop these projects in their character, 
through many-sided actions, is our primary 
goal. 

About the firm of 
Ciba-Geigy 

Ciba and Geigy were founded separately 
in 1859. Both started by producing syn¬ 
thetic paints and varnishes. In 1895, they 
founded a paint-producing cartel with San- 
doz in England. In the thirties, Ciba began 
production of medical supplies. In 1970, 
Ciba and Geigy merged. Important divi¬ 
sions and partially directorships in the 


company are held by the families of Planta, 
Geigy, Iselin, Staehlin, and Vischer. 

Ciba-Geigy has been among the 50 
largest multinational pharmaceutical firms 
since 1977, in fourth place behind Hoechst, 
Merck, Sharp and Dohme (USA) and 
Bayer. Hoffman-LaRoche, as number five, 
follows it. 

In 1983, the total company revenue was 
14.7 billion Swiss Francs (Sfir) 1 , and with 
this figure, Ciba-Geigy was the second 
largest industrial firm in Switzerland after 
Nestle. The pharmaceutical division makes 
up around 30% of the total and accounted 
for 4.4 billion Sfr in 1983. The profit share 
on the total sales was 5.26% in 1983 and 
the company employed circa 80,000 peo¬ 
ple (of this 21.6% in the so-called Third 
World). In 1984, there was an increase in 
sales revenue of 19% to around 21 billion 
DM, and profits rose by 53% to 1.43 bil¬ 
lion DM. 

The research proportion of the total rev¬ 
enues was 8.47% in 1983. Investments in 
pharmaceutical research and development 
consists chiefly in variation and combina¬ 
tion of extremely valuable marketable 
medicinal substances. Of the research 
money, 60% is invested in Basel. A larger 
share goes to Summit (USA), the rest to 
laboratories in France. England, Italy, 
Japan, and India. Tropical research, be¬ 
cause of tax benefits and other reasons, is 
done entirely in India. 

Ciba-Geigy sells 98% of its goods 
abroad. Of this 28% are in the so-called 
Third World. Investments in the Third 
World amounted to 11% in 1983; in the in¬ 
frastructure to support them there, 9%. The 
company had 120 organizations in over 50 
countries and 49 branches in 34 Third 
World countries. Larger materials produc¬ 
tion facilities for medications are located 
in the US and England, in the region of 
Bombay, and in Brazil, France and Italy. In 
17 countries of the Third World, there are 
production works for further and/or end 


processing of medicines. Thus, in South 
Africa, Egypt, Tunisia, Indonesia, the 
Philippines and Singapore. In Indonesia, 
Ciba-Geigy led pharmaceutical companies 
with a 4.11% market share in 1979. Since 
the beginning of the ’80’s, Ciba-Geigy has 
concentrated on four pharmaceutical areas: 
central nervous system, heart and circula¬ 
tion, rheumatism and pam, and infections. 
By 1979, these four made up 75% of the 
total pharmaceutical business. Anti¬ 
rheumatic drugs and painkillers formed its 
backbone. Up to the end of 1983, these ac¬ 
counted for 25% of the pharmaceutical 
revenues. 

In the market for anti-epileptics, Ciba- 
Geigy was the leader, with 26% of the 
market in 1983 (of this 18% was due to the 
medication TEGRETOL). It dominated the 
anti-depressant market, taking 22% of the 
business there (1982). In 1979, it con¬ 
trolled the anti-rheumatic market with one 
medication, BUTAZOLIDIN, a 19.5% 
share of the market. 

In a study completed in 1973 in the USA 
on the effectiveness of medications, it 
came out that 11% of Ciba-Geigy products 
were ineffective, 25% more or less inef¬ 
fective, 55% had effect in at least one indi¬ 
cated sector, and only 9% were effective in 
all areas stated. 

The pharmaceutical area is the most im¬ 
portant single part for Ciba-Geigy. Others 
are agrochemical products like herbicide, 

pesticides, seeds, fertilizer, etc., plastics 
and paints and chemicals. 

"Millions of humans have no choice 
between hunger and sickness. Pharmaceu¬ 
tical research is expensive, but a human 
life is priceless." 

Thus and in similar cynical variants, the 
pharmaceutical industry leads its advertis¬ 
ing campaigns, the pharmaceutical and 
chemical firms make themselves out to be 

helpers in the cause okaeveiopmem in the 
area of health care and in the development 
of rural production. Their imperialistic 
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practice shows, however, that they are rea¬ 
lly about is only to make profits from 
hunger, sickness, and misery in the Third 
World and to improve the conditions for 
utilization of their capital. The average 
proportion of revenues given to research is 
10%. Only 3% of this goes to research to 
medications that are essential for people in 
the Third World. For advertising, about 
20% of revenues is used. Already by 1980 
21.1% of all medications were being sold 
in the Third World. By the year 2000, it is 
expected to be about 40%. The revenue for 
pharmaceuticals were $30 billion in 1972 
and about $80 billion in 1980. The profits 
in this branch are above average. In 1974 
they were around 9%; in other industry 
areas, only about 6%. In 1980, the 
metropoles produced 69.5% of all medica¬ 
tions. 

a) THE LARGEST PART OF THE MED¬ 
ICATIONS MARKETED IN THE THIRD 
WORLD ARE FULLY SUPERFICIAL. 
Of the 234 indispensable medications of 
the list of the World Health Organization 
of 1979, only eight were made by Ciba- 
Geigy (of these, one was for flatworms, 
AMBILHAR, and two were for leprosy, 
LAMPREN and RIMACTAN). in 1978, 
Ciba-Geigy sold 62 medications in Mex¬ 
ico, however, and with a market share of 
3.78% was in the first place ahead of 30 
other firms. AMBILHAR and LAMPREN 
were not even sold in Mexico. The five 
medicines most sold in Mexico by Ciba- 
Geigy generated 44% of that division’s 
revenues and all were not urgently neces¬ 
sary. 

Concerning the sale of anabolics (for 
building protein containing body struc¬ 
tures): in the Third World, the areas of 
usage for such materials are continually 
being enlarged. Ciba-Geigy pushes DI- 
ANABOL. It is used and recommended for 
marasmus (protein and carbohydrate defi¬ 
ciency caused by malnutrition). According 
to Ciba-Geigy and other firms, all the hun¬ 
gry of the world would thereby be poten¬ 
tial users of their anabolic. Officially, DI- 
ANABOL was withdrawn in 1982 world¬ 
wide because of protests-but it cannot be 
proven. 

b) IN THE THIRD WORLD THERE IS A 
CHRONIC LACK OF EFFECTIVE VI¬ 
TAL BASIC MEDICINES. 

60 to 90% of the rural population have 
no access to medicines. Of over 100 
medicines that Ciba-Geigy produces, only 
two are useful as basic medicines 
(according to a UNIDO list of 1980). 

c) MANY MEDICATIONS ARE DAN¬ 
GEROUS OR EVEN FATAL. 

Even in 1983, Ciba-Geigy was making 
about 200 million Sfr worth of sales of the 
medicines BUTAZOLIDIN, TANDERIL, 
and DOLO-TANDERIL (for rheumatism 
and pain). According to reports held secret 
by Ciba-Geigy, there were over 1,100 
cases of death from these medications by 
1982. Medical researchers estimate the 
count worldwide to be over 10,000, since 
there were more or less no reports about 
side-effects from the Third World. BUTA- 
ZOLIDEN was required to carry an indica¬ 
tion limiting its use in 1985; TANDERIL 
and DOLO-TANDERIL were withdrawn 
in 1985. 

In the Third World, between 3/4 and one 
billion small children fall sick each year 
with acute diarrhea. The pharmaceutical 
industry sells a multitude of anti-diarrhea 
substances with huge advertising cam¬ 
paigns in these countries. These remedies 
are very expensive and, according to the 
World Health Organization, almost all are 
superfluous and even partially dangerous 
to the health. For example, the Ciba-Geigy 
preparation MEXAFORM and ENTERO- 


care of the country. The law was again 
lifted. 

GENERICS are medications for which 
the patents and brand name protections 
have been lifted. The medications are sold 
with the name of the effective ingredient. 
Competition within the pharmaceutical 
branch is held not only over price but, next 
to the variation and combination research, 
also over the patent. This sharpens the de¬ 
pendency of the Third World countries on 
imports, and the market sectors are block¬ 
aded and controlled. Of the 85% of phar¬ 
maceutical patents that lie in the hands of 
the multinationals in the Third World, 10% 
are commercially used. The rest are uti¬ 
lized as a bar for competitors and indige¬ 
nous pharmaceutical producers. 

By now, the firms proclaim their 
"readiness” to work together with the 
countries of the Third World and the 
World Health Organization. It is a new 
politico-economic strategy that, although 
entailing greater costs in the short run, will 
hold specially the Third World open and 
find new buyers. In the Third World there 
is an increasing need for cheaper and sim¬ 
ple medications. The market is today al¬ 
ready as large as the US market The sale 
of cheaper GENERICS is expected to dou¬ 
ble by 1989. In countries with an insecure 
financial and economic situation, Ciba- 
Geigy wants to put GENERICS with the 
help of the World Bank and humanitarian 
organizations. Toward this end, in 1978 it 
founded a trading company for indispens¬ 
able medications—Servipharm. (The rev¬ 
enues of this company were 20 million 
Sfr., 30 employees, in 1980). Sevipharm 
sells 13 indispensable medications under 
special conditions to governments of the 
Third World. These are not only medica¬ 
tions from Ciba-Geigy, whose spread of 
products is not well suited to the demands 
of the Third World market, but also medi¬ 
cations of other producers (for example, 
also from the East Bloc). Moreover, 
Servipharm buys raw materials that can be 
processed by Ciba-Geigy. Servipharm sells 
meanwhile Generics to the US market 

In current consultations, Ciba-Geigy is 
striving to work with the WHO on the list 
of indispensable medications. The Ciba- 
Geigy tropical medication AMBILHAR 
for flatworms has been stricken from the

MEDICINES AND MEDICINES THAT 
ARE ILLEGAL HERE. 

DOLO-TANDERIL and TANDERIL 
were not allowed in Switzerland, France, 
the FRG, and the USA, so the markets of 
the Third World now have them. 

In 1977, fever and pain medicines con¬ 
taining Aminophenazon were forbidden in 
most industrialized countries. Yet in 1981, 
there were medications with this material 
in the Third World. Three of these were 
from Ciba-Geigy. Aminophenazon can 
lead to serious blood loss. 

In the Philippines an agreement was 
reached between the health authorities and 
Ciba-Geigy that remaining supplies of 
CIBALGIN (a medicine containing the 
dangerous ingredient) would be permitted 


the nine pharmaceutical market sectors, the 
five leading countries together more than 
70% of the total business. Not a single 
country of the Third World is in a position 
to develop the medicines they need 
through their own research. In 1980, the 
development of a new medicine cost 
around $50 million. In 1979, the WHO 
published a list of 234 indispensable medi¬ 
cations for the Third World. The union of 
the world pharmaceutical producers 
protested and threatened: if the countries 
of the Third World implement the propos¬ 
als of the WHO, the firms will withdraw 
from them. Yet no country can bear this. 
Pakistan had already attempted, in 1973, to 
introduce by law GENERICS. Ciba-Geigy 
pulled out of Pakistan and endangered the 


FORM. In both of these medications, the 
active ingredient contained is Clioquinol. 
This agent leads to a serious nerve ailment 
called SMON. In the ’70’s, Ciba-Geigy 
was tried in Tokyo and had to pay 300 
million Sfr to Japanese patients. In Japan 
alone, 20-30,000 people became sick with 
SMON, and over 1,000 died. In 1982, 
Ciba-Geigy announced that it would take 
both substances from the market within the 
next five years, worldwide (in 1982, the 
revenue from these two products was 50 
million Sfr). The medications were still 
listed in medical supplies indexes in 1984 
in Africa, the Middle East, and Mexico. 
From this we assume that the medicines 
are being pushed further, for prescription 
medicines can be freely bought in stores, 
drugstores, apothecaries, and on the black 
market. 

d) THE THIRD WORLD SERVES AS A 
DUMPING GROUND FOR EXPIRED 


to be sold further. 

e) NEW MEDICATIONS AND CHEMI¬ 
CAL MATERIALS ARE OFTEN 
TESTED ON PEOPLE IN THE THIRD 
WORLD: In the fall of 1982, Ciba-Geigy 
had to admit that in Egypt, firms had tested 
a cancer-causing pesticide, using it on 
children and youths. 

f) THE PHARMACEUTICAL AND 
CHEMICAL FIRMS MASSIVELY SAB¬ 
OTAGE THE EXERTIONS OF THE 
THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES TO INI¬ 
TIATE INDEPENDENT DEVELOP¬ 
MENTS OF HEALTH CARE AND RU¬ 
RAL ECONOMY. 

The countries of the Third World have 
practically no pharmaceutical production 
capacity on their own. In these countries, 
only 11.4% of all medicines were pro¬ 
duced in 1980. The market share of the 
multinational pharmaceuticals in these 
countries was between 53% and 100%. In

In this section we reprint an article by the Amsterdam collective Frontline Info on the raids 
and arrests of suspected Revolutionary Anti-Racist Action (RARA) militants, including the 
trial and conviction of one of them, Rene Roemersma. Following that we reprint Renes 
defence statement which shows his support for the motives of RARA and No Pasaran (Rene 
was charged with participation with the action of this group too, the communique of which 
can be found in this issue). 

RARA claimed responsibility for the arson attacks on three branches of the wholesale 
cash and carry chain MAKRO, the subsidiary of the Dutch multinational SHV. Following 
these attacks SHV sold its South African MAKRO branches, but not, apparently, its South 
African branches of its subsidiaries SSM andEMO, which are engaged in coal mining and 
transportation. For more information see Resistance No. 11. 

No Pasaran was responsible for the January 24,1988 attack on the ELBA printing com¬ 
pany which has been contracted to print the new Dutch (European) passport. 

RARA Arrests 


"You don’t make change through dis¬ 
cussions; you have to fight to achieve 
change. To fight, by attacking all the 
economic, political and military institu¬ 
tions here, in imperialist western society, 
that makes oppression, here and else¬ 
where, possible. In this lies the similarity 
of our struggle, our only perspective, 
and our unconditional solidarity with 
the Black revolutionary struggle in 
South Africa, that must be fought with 
so much blood. Support the resistance in 
South Africa, and form the front in 
West Europe!" (RARA statement, Sept 
17,1985) 

F or several years now the Revolu¬ 
tionary Anti-Racist Action guerrilla 
group has been putting this concept 
into practice, attacking Dutch multination¬ 
als that collaborate with the South African 
regime. 1 The firms SHV, Shell and Van 
Leer have all been attacked since 1985, 
and one of them, SHV, as a result was 
forced to pull out of South Africa. 

Apart from RARA, other groups have 
taken part in the militant revolutionary 
struggle in Holland. Revolutionary Cells, 
Autonomous groups, and several com¬ 


mando groups with various names have 
undertaken actions against the Olympic 
Games, South Africa, repression and city 
planning. In this way, out of the squatters 
movement a consciousness developed of 
the connections within world-wide 
oppression and exploitation. With these 
actions the substantial powerlessness of 
individuals within the movement was 
broken. 

But the juridical apparatus was not in¬ 
active during this period. Though there 
were no arrests, convictions nor charges 
laid in connection with these actions, the 
groundwork was being laid which the gov¬ 
ernment hoped would incur a break¬ 
through. This included a study of police 
tactics (especially those of West 
Germany), increased automation, observa¬ 
tion and the formation of special teams 
with long-term tasks, leading up to, in the 
beginning of 1987, the creation of the 
"super police" against so-called violent 
political activism. Initially set up as an ex¬ 
periment for a period of two years, the 
"super police" or LCT (National 
Coordination Team) have come under 
enormous political pressure to come up 
with results in order to justify the existence 


and continuation of the team. The tactic, 
used and exchanged throughout Europe, of 
creating profile sketches of so-called 
"leaders" who could be connected with 
most of militant actions formed the basis 
of their strategy. 

On April 11,1988 a razzia 2 took place in 
Amsterdam. Three women and five men 
were arrested, one person was able to es¬ 
cape. Houses were thoroughly searched 
and a great deal of "evidence" such as per¬ 
sonal belongings, tools, computers and 
clothes was confiscated. The police and 
media were ecstatic, the "hard core" of the 
RARA had been swept up. It was LCT’s 
second victory within a week, the kidnap¬ 
ping of the big industrialist G.J Heijn hav¬ 
ing been solved on April 6. 

Arrest and Interrogation 

Those arrested were taken to different 
police stations and immediately interro¬ 
gated. These interrogation sessions, from 
eight to ten hours per day, were carried out 
by the LCT police and it became apparent 
from the nature of their questions 
(primarily concerning personal matters) 
that the police had little definite evidence. 
The LCT had hoped, with the razzia and 
the heavy interrogation sessions, that they 
would crack a long list of unsolved mili¬ 
tant actions. However, all of the eight per¬ 
sons arrested maintained their silence and 
after five days, five of them were released, 
with another two being released ten days 
later. One comrade, Rene Roemersma, was 
kept in custody "necessarily for the inves¬ 
tigation" until the date of his trial on 
Wednesday, August 10th. 

To resist the system’s attempt to isolate 
the prisoners from the militant movement 
demonstrations were held near the various 
prisons. Shell petrol stations throughout 
Holland were sabotaged as an act of soli¬ 
darity, and a brochure written and cir¬ 


culated. On the 21st of April, an illegal 
demonstration of approximately 600 peo¬ 
ple was held in Amsterdam. A shared 
feeling in the demo was that it is necessary 
to continue the militant struggle in Europe 
against apartheid and racism, and the re¬ 
lease of the prisoners still in custody at that 
time was demanded. 

The Trial 

On the morning of Rene’s trial the riot 
police raided the tower where he was being 
held prisoner in an attempt to turn the 
other prisoners against him. Although they 
claimed they were looking for drugs and 
weapons, Rene’s cell was searched in par¬ 
ticular and his defence papers gone 
through in detail. After this he was taken to 
court. 

Besides the early morning raid, other 
measures such as the action taken around 
the court, which was cordoned off by 150 
cops, and the unprecedented searching of 
the solicitors and the people in the public 
gallery demonstrated that this was the first 
counter-revolutionary trial in the Nether¬ 
lands for a few dozen years. 

Comrades from several other West Eu¬ 
ropean countries had also arrived to attend 
the demonstration and the trial. There was 
a full public gallery of 45 people and an¬ 
other 150 people outside the courthouse. 

The first five hours of the trial were 
taken up by the challenge of the court as 
being biased, in consideration of the re¬ 
pressive measures that had been taken that 
day. This motion however, was dismissed 
but the defence solicitors were given the 
concession that the political experts called 
up by Rene as witnesses would be allowed 
to testify. These included a researcher into 
the practices of the multinationals and a re¬ 
searcher into the continuity of Nazi ideas 
within the international population control 
politics, the economic politics of the IMF 


Communique Revolutionary Com¬ 
mando Pasaremos 


Last night, 23 to 24 August, we carried 
out a fire attack on Philips Telecommuni¬ 
cation in Amsterdam. To do this we used 
three jerrycans and two time-delay fuses. 

Philips and the Counter-revolution 

South Africa and Israel are two of the 
strategically very important countries for 
the imperialist West The apartheid regime 
and the Zionist project Israel function as 
guard dogs in the areas concerned: South¬ 
ern Africa and the Middle East Two ex¬ 
tremely reactionary regimes which have 
been safeguarding the West’s interests for 
years. Both of them in possession of a very 
modem and well equipped repression ap¬ 
paratus which can be used on one hand to 
combat national resistance and can serve as 
an intervention and occupation force with 
regard to neighbouring countries on the 
other. 

Shell supplies the South African repres¬ 
sion apparatus with fuel and lubricants. 

Philips supplies Israel and South Africa 
with the necessary technical equipment. 
Several facts: 

-Philips supplies the South African army 
and police force with binoculars and igni¬ 
tions for mines. 


-Philips plays an active role in the security 
market. For military purposes, such as the 
safeguarding of military bases and also the 
consumer market whites who feel threat¬ 
ened in their villas and on the streets by the

black uprising are arming themselves more 
and more. 

-Philips most important activity in South 
Africa is in the sphere of telecommunica¬ 
tion. They supply the army and police 
force with walkie-talkies, telephone 
equipment, telephone centrals and radio 
transmitter and receiver equipment. 

By their presence in South Africa and 


the fact that they deliver often essential 
and advanced products necessary for the 
combatting of the peoples uprising. Philips 
is guilty of collaboration with the racist 
apartheid regime. 

For this and as part of international cap¬ 
ital which profits from and to whose ad¬ 
vantage the world-wide counter-revolution 
is organized, it is one of the objects of at¬ 
tack of the liberation struggle. A struggle 
that’s being carried out in the Three Conti¬ 
nents (Africa, Asia and Latin America) and 
here in the metroples for the self-determi¬ 
nation of our lives and against exploitation 
and oppression. 

I’m concerned about the elation and 
satisfaction that the members of RARA are 
going to be feeling. We must take into ac¬ 
count that they will turn to other compa¬ 
nies and that their success is a stimulus for 
others.

We 
call everyone up to rise up against the pa¬ 
triarchal imperialist structures and for 
LIBERATION.

and the World Bank since the Second 
World War. 

The prosecutor read out the charges, 
which were based on technical traces 
which had been found on bomb parts and a 
supposed connection between a series of 
actions which had been randomly com¬ 
bined. "The seriousness of the matter," the 
prosecutor Van der Kerk expounded, "the 
enormous amount of damage done, the un¬ 
rest that has been brought about and the 
risk to people’s lives justifies a severe 
punishment No single other foreign ter¬ 
rorist group has managed to do as much 
damage in as short a time." 

Further justifying his demand for seven 
years imprisonment Van der Kerk said: 
"The fact that MAKRO was forced to 
withdraw from South Africa by use of vi¬ 
olence is a blow to the state." 

The defence left nothing of these accu¬ 
sations and arguments whole. Not only in 
respect to the technical evidence, but par¬ 
ticularly to the political matter. Rene began 
the defence. [His statement is published 
below.] The three solicitors from the 
Bakker-Schut collectively pulled the 
charge juridically and politically to pieces. 
The comments of the prosecutor were ju¬ 
ridically dismissed and the house searches 
were demonstrated to be unlawful. "The 
aim was not to solve punishable facts," the 
defence contended, 

"but to intimidate the Left political resis¬ 
tance. The aim is to introduce as smoothly 
and as noiselessly as possible, a new fas¬ 
cist order in Europe in which multination¬ 
als and politicians exercise total power at 
the expense of normal citizens. Organiza¬ 
tions like RARA have no place in this 
system because they show that resistance 
is possible." 

The solicitors also pointed out that the 
trial was a clear example of the NATO 
counter-insurgency strategy. 

At last, at 2 o’clock in the morning after 
17 hours, the trial was over. The still 
crowded public gallery joined the 30 peo¬ 
ple waiting outside and made a last mass 
greeting to Rene in which a few court win¬ 
dows were smashed. The verdict was to be 
given in two weeks time. 

Following the trial, in five places in the 
country seven Shell gas stations were sab¬ 
otaged, and in Utrecht a police station was 
attacked. Rene’s statement was massively 
spread about immediately the next day and 
was printed in almost all the movement 
papers. Two noise demos were held at the 
"Bijlmer bayes" in South Amsterdam were 


Rene had been transferred from one block 
to another, put together with the already 
convicted prisoners. His association with 
the prisoners from Dev Sol, a revolution¬ 
ary Turkish organization, had become a 
matter of great concern to the prison ad¬ 
ministration. Solidarity amongst prisoners 
had been built up labourously in a system 
that Rene himself described as "a focus of 


misery and decay." 

Four days before the verdict there were 
slogans painted in dozens of places in Am¬ 
sterdam including almost all of the 
viaducts in and around the city. They in¬ 
cluded "Free Rene", "RARA continua" and 
"VIVA RARA, Free Rene". 

The night before the sentence was pro¬ 
nounced there was a fire attack on a Shell 
gas station in Rotterdam, and in Amster¬ 
dam on the same night an attack was car¬ 
ried out against an establishment of Philips 
Telecommunication by the Revolutionary 
Commando Pasaremos. 


The Verdict 

The sentence for Rene was five years 
unconditional. After the verdict was an¬ 
nounced, the 100 people present at the 
courtroom smashed the court windows, 
withdrew together in time and smashed 
windows at various targets such as El Al, 
the Amro Bank, and the office of a reac¬ 
tionary paper, before dispersing at the uni¬ 
versity. The preparatory group had this 
comment about the verdict* 

Five years. Of course a sentence like 
this comes as a blow. In spite of what we 
guessed about the hard line, the political 
dimension, the importance for them of 


making an example of Rene, we still 
hoped. Apart from anger, in the first place 
a feeling of defeat dominated. But at the 
same time we realized that this doesn’t 
help, that the only possible conclusion, the 
only possible answer is to pick up the 
thread, to carry on and to try and help the 
positive developments there have been re¬ 
cently. Not only for ourselves but for 
Rene.

Rene’s Defence Statement 


W ith regard to the facts of the 
case, enough has already been 
said; I have nothing more to 
add. However, I do want to go into the 
background, which for the RARA and the 
commando No Pasaran, would have 
formed the motive to carry out the attacks 
which are written down in the prosecution. 

During my illustration of these motives, 
and my interpretation of these, it will be¬ 
come clear that it is not expected that with 
this process an era has come to an end. On 
the contrary, I shall certainly not be the last 
political prisoner. Resistance is growing: 
just look at the growing number of actions 
being carried out against SHELL, which 
has resulted in more and more overtime 
work for van de Kerki and his LCT 2 cow¬ 
boys! 

The need for resistance grows daily, and 
the most important development of the last 
few months has been that more and more 
people have come to a realization that the 
possibilities formed by resistance can form 
a perspective. 

This is one of the merits of the RARA, 
they have shown that resistance is possi¬ 
ble, while, at the same time, showing the 
failure of the state. The large scale action 
on the 11th of April was to scare people 
off, to scare them back into their shells. 
However, in reality, the 11th of April 
brought about a re-enlivenment of the pro¬ 
cess of discussions. And that process is far 
more important than this process here to¬ 
day, but seeing that I’m here, I might as 
well say something about it 
It will become clear that I sympathize 
with the struggle of RARA and comman¬ 
dos such as No Pasaran, and that I view the 
attacks as necessary revolutionary vio¬ 
lence, the legitimacy of which for me is 
beyond doubt. 

No sensible person could have any 


doubts concerning this legitimacy. What’s 
a simple fire compared to all the blood that 
has been shed within the black townships? 
Nobody can say that the Fenteners van 
Vlissingen3 were not asked to leave, no¬ 
body can deny that the A.N.C. has been 
calling for years for an effective boycott, 
directed among others against the Dutch 
state. They let their respective interests 
prevail over the right of self-determination 
of peoples. It is however not the legal or¬ 
der that is shocked, but the political, eco¬ 
nomic and military interests of the western 
world. In this particular case, the S.H.V.4 
and Frits Korthals Altes 5 . 

And so I laughed heartily, along with 
many others, when I saw the fallen mouths 
of Fentener van Vlissingen and Korthals 
Altes, when after they were informed of 
the fires, cried blue murder, because of the 
beastly characters of those that had carried 
out the attacks, being responsible for the 
terror. The 150 million guilders 6 is only a 
trifle when compared to what the imperi¬ 
alist West is sucking out of the three conti¬ 
nents. I view this as an outstanding ac¬ 
count, of which only a small part has been 
represented. 

For our generation, the freedom struggle 
in South Africa is what the struggle in 
Vietnam was for the generation of 1968: a 
catalyst A struggle in which the moral in¬ 
dignation and anger are being transposed 
into a political consciousness. Shame is a 
revolutionary feeling, and when transposed 
into deeds, an uncheckable process. 

South Africa is a focus of contradictions. 
The white superiority madness in contrast 
to black consciousness. The imperialist al¬ 
liance of racism and colonialism with cap¬ 
italism. It is a war between North and 
South, and without the imperialist support 
of the West, the white regime would have 
been, a long time ago, buried in the fields 


of history. 

What is apartheid? A definition of con¬ 
ceptions: 

Apartheid is more than an obsolete 
colonial remnant, more than a feeling of 
white superiority. Apartheid is a system of 
laws and repression aimed at giving the 
white-ruled majority aU the possibilities 
necessary to exploit the black majority as 
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SSM Coal: another SHV subsidiary . 

effectively as possible, thus enabling prof¬ 
its, as large as possible, to be made. 
Apartheid is immoral, inhumane and 
beastly, it has however, for a long time, 
been incredibly profitable, and an utmost, 
logical consequence of a neo-colonial Cap¬ 
italist system.

whole, a microcosm, a revelation of what 
Western society really is.

With this apartheid is brought back to its 
origin, and to the place where it is being 
maintained: the imperial West. 

There is no-one in Europe, and more 
specifically, in Holland, that can shirk this 
responsibility. To remain silent is to con¬ 
cede, and in conceding, one is responsible 
at the very least, of compliance in passive 
genocide. 

Your passivity serves only to place you 
in the ranks of the oppressors. You know 
well enough that we are exploiters. You 
know too, that we have laid hands on first 
the gold and metals, then the petroleum of 
the ‘new continents*, and that we brought 
them back to the old countries. This was 
not without excellent results, our palaces, 
our cathedrals, and our great industrial 
cities are witness to this, and then, when 
there was the threat of a slump, the colo¬ 
nial markets were there to soften or divert 
the blow. Crammed with riches, Europe 
accorded the human status de jure to its 
inhabitants. For us, to be a man is to be an 
accomplice of colonialism, since all of us, 
without exception, have profited by colo¬ 
nial exploitation. 

-From the preface written by Jean-Paul 
Sarte to Frantz Fannon’s book "The 
Wretched of the Earth”. 

Sarte wrote this preface in 1961, a period 
in which the decolonization struggle 
started to assume a more bloodier form and 
within which the European bourgeoisie 
started to feel greater unease at the sight of 
all this violence. 

For those that think that this quote is out 
of date, that the present world looks more 
reasonable: a disillusion, the economic re¬ 
organization and their political and mili¬ 
tary consequences are very well compara¬ 
ble to those of 1961. Algeria is now South 
Africa. Vietnam is now Palestine. Cuba is 
Nicaragua. For the population in the three 
continents, history is repeating itself, its 
still the US, Europe and Japan that pull the 
strings. 

And this in close cooperation with 
multinationals such as Shell, Unilever, 
Philips, and of course the SHV. 

Certain differences between the sixties 
and the eighties are the mechanisms of 
colonial politics. Exploitation has shifted 
from bilateral colonialism into neo-colo¬ 
nialism between alliances. 

When Kurt Lindijer writes, in a liberal- 
conservative national newspaper on Au¬ 
gust 5th: "Most of the fire hearths on the 
African continent find their origin in a dis¬ 
proportionate division of power”, he makes 
himself guilty of falsifying history. The 
fire hearths of Africa are determined by 
famine and repression. The truth is that all 
the fire hearths in the Middle East and 
Africa find their origin in the European 
colonial and neo-colonial politics. 

All Western states, without exception, 
are the culprits of passive and active geno¬ 
cide in the Third World War. 

I tell you that the Third World War has 
already started—a quiet war but therefor no 
less sinister. This is what is tearing apart 
Brazil, Latin America and practically the 
whole Third World. Instead of soldiers, 
children are dying in this war, instead of 
destruction of bridges we now see the de¬ 
struction of factories, hospitals and total 
economies. Its the war of foreign debts, 
interest payments being the most important 
weapon.

The debt burden which the IMF, World- 
bank, Club of Paris, OESO has hung 


around the neck of the countries on the 
Three Continents, is one aspect of this in¬ 
volvement in the Third World War. The 
other aspect is the phenomenon of armed 
opposition: the counter-revolutionaries, 
organized and armed by the West, in An¬ 
gola, Mozambique and Nicaragua. 

Holland’s strictly one-sided aid to the 
so-called peaceful opposition in countries 
such as South Africa contrasts violently 
against the blood baths that are brought 
about with the help of weapons of allies 
such as the US, and in the case of South 
Africa the help to the regime by the ally Is¬ 
rael as well. 

But of course, Holland doesn’t want a 
revolution, as Desmond Tutu was told only 
recently, Holland wants a world-wide al¬ 
liance of parliamentary democracies. 
However, this has got little to do with real 
democracy, all the more with cosmetics. 

People like Fulco van Aurich^ and Klaas 
de JongeS should realize what the meaning 
is of the monstrous alliance which they 
want to conclude with the state and indus¬ 
trial life all the time. They want to unite 
the incompatible, to build up a peaceful co¬ 
existence between themselves and the state 
and industrial life. Desperately they dig for 
the last pieces of moral consciousness 
within the opponent. They ask the wolf to 
look after the sheep. A wolf in sheep’s 
clothing. However moral indignation 
alone, over the systematic active and pas¬ 
sive genocide is no political conception, it 
offers no prospect to a strong and coherent 
resistance. 

With our actions we want, especially 
now, to call on everyone fighting apartheid 
and imperialism, to extend the struggle 
against the properties of those companies 
in the Netherlands. 


Seeing that, in the fight for freedom in 
SA, the United States and Europe are parts 
of the problem, freedom in SA is part of 
the solution for eveiyone who wants rev¬ 
olutionary change. 


It is possible to support that fight and to 
break through the censorship. To oppose 
the censorship, we must show our solidar¬ 
ity; the only way of doing that here in the 
West is to fight all the political, military 
and economic structures that maintain re¬ 
pression both in SA and here.

The same note is struck in the Three 
Continents. The message is not to be mis¬ 
understood for every radical and revolu¬ 
tionary and so also holds good for the es¬ 
tablished solidarity movements: 

Finally I would like to spend a few 
words to the solidarity between the inter¬ 
national workers movements and our na¬ 
tional liberation struggle. It*s either one or 
the other: either we agree on the fact that 
there is common interest in the struggle 
against imperialism, or we deny it If it’s 
true-and everything points out that impe¬ 
rialism does exist and that it has the aim to 
control the working class around the 
world, next to the repression of freedom 
movements in the underdeveloped coun¬ 
tries—that we have to fight together. (...) 

You will have to decide for yourselves 
whether you see peaceful co-existence 
(with imperialism) as a form of struggle or 
whether you don’t; what we do expect of 
you without any ado, is that the general 
strategy and the tactics of the struggle 
never get interchanged. 

-Amilcar Cabral from Guinea. 

This enunciation of A. Cabral exactly 
points out what the difference is between 
solidarity limited to moral indignation and 
political solidarity. The established soli¬ 
darity movements will have to try to give 
that shame a revolutionary quality instead 
of joining the howling criminalization cir¬ 
cus by Frits Korthals Altes. If they don’t, 


they will make the same historic blunder as 
the Vietnam movement made, by choosing 
the wrong allies. 

Political solidarity, solidarity as a con¬ 
ception of struggle, means to pose the 
problem of the revolution inside the heart 
of the beast And here the words from 
Sarte get an almost prophetic character. 
The crisis of the seventies has, for a large 
part, been moved away to the population of 
the Three Continents. This resulted in a 
stream of migrants that don’t receive the 
status of human beings inside crammed 


Europe, but initially that of foreign work¬ 
ers [in Dutch: "guest workers", FI], later 
that of economic refugee (read: profiteer), 
subsequently to receive the title of un¬ 
wanted and redundant at this moment. 

The huge industrial cities, the 
metropoles, which Sarte saw, were, with 
their pollution and hard work, transferred 
to the countries, where poverty is so over¬ 
whelming, that labour isn’t worth any¬ 
thing. In 1974 the permanently unstable 
capitalist system finds itself in its 20th re¬ 
cession and in the first world-wide post¬ 
war crisis. A new phase of development of 
imperialism comes into operation. 

Van WachumS, Dekker 10 , Lubbers 11 , 
Ruding!2, they call it the third industrial 
revolution which can only come to full 
growth in an "Europe of the citizen". 

The revolutionary command No Pasaran 
calls the international reorganization the 
driving force behind European unification: 

The origin of the international reorga¬ 
nization began with the crisis of the world 
economy in the seventies. Growing con¬ 
cern as to the consciousness of anti-colo¬ 
nial, anti-imperialist revolutionary freedom 
movements in the ’’Third World", led to 
increased military interventions and the in¬ 
stallation of dictators. This intervention 
policy has to lead to a faster transforma¬ 
tion from half-feudal and pre-capitalist so¬ 
ciety formations towards societies founded 
and ruled by capitalism. (...) The crisis has 
also for the West, brought about social dis¬ 
ruption: the information and communica¬ 
tion society. (...) The post-war capitalist 
model, capitalist with a human interest, 
was pushed aside. The neo-right took re¬ 
sponsibility for the carrying out of the re¬ 
organization (Thatcherism, no-nonsense 
politics.) 

With an unstoppable speed a dream is 
being realized. One united Europe: where 
the history of Europe failed, the reorgani¬ 
zation will have to succeed. What two 
world wars and one cold one didn’t do, 
will have to succeed after a small intimate 
party of Helmut Schmidt and Giscard 
d’Estaing. A monstrous alliance with an 
historical load, the previous coalition of 
this size perished in 1945. But in part his¬ 
tory is repeating itself: the same forces that 
started the monstrous alliance in those' 
days-Krupp, Siemens, Daimler-Benz, 
AEG-have now amalgamated themselves 
with Philips, Fiat, Thomson, British 
Aerospace, Dassault and the European po¬ 


litical summit 

What does this European unification 
mean in practice? Too much to deal with 
within this brief space. What’s clear is that 
it amounts to a conservative revolution, 
considering the drastic economic, political, 
military and juridical consequences that it 
entails. 

These consequences are expressed both 
in the sharpening North-South contradic¬ 
tion, and on the level of the contradiction 
in this country: the one between the state 
and society. Concerning the latter I would. 


in this context, like to go into more details. 
-It means a landslide contained on the 
methods of production and the relations of 
production, regarding this Italian journalist 
Philip Mattera said. 

What some, for convenience’s sake 
simply forget, is that the reorganization of 
the Italian economy brought about 
circumstances of labour, that make one 
think of 19th centuiy England: 16 hour 
working days; very low wages, often on 
the basis of piece wages; dangerous and 
unhealthy labour circumstances, without 
any welfare facilities. 

This explains how it was possible for 
Olivetti-director de Benedetti to get so 
much money at leisure that he could take 
over the "Generale" corporation in Bel¬ 
gium: intensified exploitation of male and 
female workers in Italy, besides the super¬ 
profits that were already realized through 
exploitation on the Three Continents. 

Swasti Mitter!3 adds the following 
comment: "female ethnic minorities offer, 
in particular, the advantage of ‘Third 
World labour forces’ in the heart of the 
First World.” 

In the Netherlands the so-called ‘Third 
World labour forces’ will be driven into 
the informal economy of illegal sweat¬ 
shops in the coming years. They are being 
denied a normal existence because of the 
many illegalizing measures. Control of 
permits to stay at the place of the employ¬ 
ers; the closing of the meshes by the cen¬ 
tralization of the **databanks. 

The last mentioned examples are a direct 
consequence of European unification: 
domination through control of the inhabi¬ 
tants, a strategic aid in the internal pacifi¬ 
cation for when the borders are finally 
opened up, or better: removed to the 
apartments and houses, to the social ser¬ 
vices, etc. 

-A landslide in the political system: the 
mobilization of fascist, racist and sexist 
tendencies. A field in which this clearly 
comes out is the so-called refugee policy 
of the state. The policy of the state towards 
migrants from the Three Continents is a 
point of intersection of racism, sexism, 
colonialism and neo-colonial politics and 
these contradictions sharpen themselves 
under the umbrella of European unifica- 
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lion. The politics of the state towards is 
determined by a mingling of economic and 
political motives. Hereby the state con¬ 
sciously makes the use of racist and sexist 
tendencies within society, and where these 
are latent, the state mobilizes them. This is 
a complex process of which the political 
mechanisms can only be understood on the 
field of the ideology critics. But before 
doing so, first we have to outline a few 
margins: 

-Why does the state use criminalization- 
and marginalization-tactics towards the 
migrants? 

-Why does the stale, with all its power, try 
to prevent these migrants from even 
reaching Holland? Most consulates and 
embassies already deny visas to possible 
migrants. 

-The KLM14 is being made responsible for 
the transport of migrants whose papers are 
supposedly not completely in order or, 
who come from a country for which the 
Dutch borders are already closed. Even if 
they do reach Holland, they are thrown 
into camps and prisons. Once their request 
to stay has been refused, they find them¬ 
selves in an airplane on the way out of the 
country, two minutes after the verdict. 

The Marechausseei 5 checks the airplane 
before the passengers are out of it. 

Obviously the state has not succeeded in 
convincing the majority of the Dutch peo¬ 
ple that migrants don’t belong here. Oth¬ 
erwise Korte van HemeU^ wouldn’t have 
been so timidly allowing the migrants to 
get in touch with us ‘Dutch cheeseheads’. 

This reaches one of the fundamentals of 
the so-called Western democracies: the le¬ 
gitimation of the politics of the dominant 
class cannot only be enforced with vio¬ 
lence. that legitimation has to be bought— 
as was the case of the welfare state-or to 
be realized by setting up smoke-screens to 
hide the real objectives of that dominant 
class. 

Here it’s about who has ideological 


hegemony. Who’s got control over censor¬ 
ship, has the possibility to distract the gen¬ 
eral attention from the real problems, for 
instance the case of the migrants. Those 
who have ideological hegemony have the 
possibility to maintain the silence which 
has to suffocate the stories about repres¬ 
sion and exploitation, coming from the 
Three Continents. 

An example: the ‘Stevenbeke’ effect 
Stevenbeke is one of the hamlets that were 
chosen by Eelco Brinkmani 7 to serve as 
reception village for migrants. According 
to Brinkman Holland couldn’t handle the 
"huge flood" of migrants anymore, and so 
policy of spreading had to be started up. 

Stevenbeke was chosen as reception vil¬ 
lage by the state. The petite-bourgeois 
population of this village crowded together 
against this decision. 

All the existing prejudices that were 
spewed out in the national media, however, 
were countered nowhere. After this the so- 
called ‘problem 5 of the migrants was laid 
on other small villages and of course the 
villagers feared the loss of their rural cul¬ 
tural identity and crowded together as well. 
The resistance which was evoked by the 
stationing of migrants in small villages 


was then used by Korte van Hemel as a 
new argument to refuse even more mi¬ 
grants. Holland is supposed to be "full", 
even though the facts say differently, Hol¬ 
land having one of the lowest percentages 
of migrant-inhabitants of Europe. 

However no-one questioned the infor¬ 
mation that was given. All of Holland 
jumped on Stevenbeke: the Right agreed 
on the refusal of the hamlet; the Left was 
shocked by the racism. The population of 
Stevenbeke was shocked when anti-racists 
confronted them with their points of view 
and painted slogans on the street of their 
little village. 

The state used the resistance of the peo¬ 
ple from Stevenbeke to push a political 
interest, that of establishing a cordon sani- 
taire around Europe within the scheme of 
European unification. At that moment, 
however, this aim was carefully kept silent. 
When after a few weeks the ‘Vrij Neder¬ 
land’ (mild Left-wing weekly) published a 
list of cities and villages that did not want 
to take up migrants, nobody connected the 
existence of this list with the question why 
Stevenbeke had been chosen as a reception 
village. It was chosen for the same reason 
as, on a previous occasion, Dodewaard was 


chosen to serve as the location for a nu¬ 
clear plant In the case of Dodewaard, be¬ 
cause the loyal population wouldn’t 
quickly oppose the nuclear plant; Steven¬ 
beke was chosen because it would resist 
the extension of the village by half the 
amount of the complete population. This 
mobilization of petty-bourgeois fears by 
the state served to make the problem of 
migrants a public problem rather than a 
state problem. 

This is one example of the application of 
a mechanism of the TV-democracy. An 
example in which the economic aims of 
the ruling class is hidden behind an ideo¬ 
logical smokescreen. A political mecha¬ 
nism which is characteristic of the process 
of rule in the West. The truth is revolution¬ 
ary and should only be administered in 
driblets, or to be covered-up either com¬ 
pletely or partly. The lie and the half-truths 
are pillars on which the western-bourgeois 
democracies are based. It is psychological 
warfare, an ideological intervention to pre¬ 
vent the migrants from telling their story. 

This is all about the control over the 
collective repression of shame, for shame 
is a revolutionary feeling and the repres-

European Unification Opposed 


O n the night of January 24th we at- 
temped to carry out an attack 
against the Elba printing company, 
situated in Schiedam, a small city near 
Rotterdam. This printing house is respon¬ 
sible for the printing of the new Dutch 
(European) passport. In order to carry out 
this attack, six jerry cans of petrol plus 
detonators (amongst other things) were 
used with the hope of burning everything 
to the ground. 

In the reports over the chaos surrounding 
the introduction of the new passport, the 
accent seems mainly to lie on the power 
struggles between the internal and foreign 
offices, regarding who is to organize the 
distribution of the passports. There is also 
concern over the issue of "privatization": 
the passport has been contracted out to a 
private holding company, comprising both 
Phillips and Elba. This smokescreen, of 
supposedly conflicting interests, obstructs 
us in being able to recognize the real 
causes and background that make the de¬ 
velopment and introduction of a new uni¬ 
form European passport necessary. 

The Citizens Europe 

In December 1974, a European summit 
was held in Paris, which, among other 
things, resulted in the formation of a re¬ 
search body given the task of studying 


whether me proposed "passport union" was 
feasible. The basis of this proposal in¬ 
cluded the introduction of a common pass¬ 
port; a gradual uniformity in laws relating 
to aliens; and the removal of border pass¬ 
port controls. 

This led in June 1981 to proposed 
guidelines for the European passport. In 
February 1986, changes were made to the 
EEC treaty and endorsed in the so-called 
"European deed". Here the involved coun¬ 
tries agree to work together to eliminate 
their common borders by 1992, thereby 
ensuring that an unhindered traffic of 
goods, services and capital will evolve. 
The creation of this common market is to 
be carried out in separate stages. One of 
these stages, under the Schengen-agree- 
ment which was reached in 1985, is the 
ending of border controls of the signatory 
countries-Germany, France and the 
Benelux (Belgium, Holland, Luzemburg) 
by the year 1990. 

This is step by step process involving the 
introduction of new laws and intense po¬ 
litical cooperation. There is, however, 
grave concern that the opening up of the 
borders will lead to an increase in illegal 
aliens, in the transport of illegal goods, and 
threats to state security. These proposed 
laws are currently being worked out by 
professional study groups under two 
themes: police and security; and personal 


traffic. 

With regard to police and security the 
ministers of home affairs, justice depart¬ 
ments, the TREVI group 1, and members 
of the European Council all work together, 
exchanging information, forming a united 
front against criminality, drugs, arms, ter¬ 
rorism and illegal information. 


with the control of refugees; the situation 
surrounding entry and the right to remain, 
extradition, visas and the statuary rights of 
refugees. 

The Schengen "5" have also agreed to 
integrate their foreign policies with those 
of the TREVI group, the EEC and those of 
the European Council. This includes: 
-stricter control over "outlying" borders 
-coordination with visa administration 
-info exchange between the foreign offices 
-cooperation in regard to the extradition of 
aliens, 

all of which are being worked out by the 


professional study commission. 

The political co-operative ties, at the 
EEC level, are: 

-the European Political Cooperation (EPS), 
which was initially formed so that the dif¬ 
ferent foreign policies of the countries 
concerned could be coordinated and 
brought in line with common European 
needs. 


-the TREVI. In 1976, the European minis¬ 
ters involved in the combat against terror¬ 
ism agreed on a resolution involving an 
intensified approach towards terrorism on 
a united European level. Later, this in¬ 
cluded the fight against heavy criminality, 
drugs, foreigners, and radical political ac¬ 
tivists.

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sion of it a product of the ideological 
struggle. Since time immemorial, the 
Dutch ideological hegemony has been in 
the hands of the Christian petit-bourgeois 
moralists, only now and then contrasted by 
the liberals on the right and the social 
democrats on the other side. 

Those who control the collective repres¬ 
sion, control the picture of reality and 
control and manipulate the process of es¬ 
trangement 

It’s necessary for the Rudings, the Lub¬ 
bers, Korthals Altes, the Wisse Dekkers 
that the population believe in the existence 
and the economic crisis, the necessity for 
cuts in expenses, that foreigners are crimi¬ 
nal and that all addicts and gays have 
AIDS and spread it as well; that the unem¬ 
ployed are parasites. 

In Marcuse’s words the control and ma¬ 
nipulation of the collective repression is 
"the control of the unhappy conscious¬ 
ness". As long as there is someone below 
you on the social pyramid, you’re able to 
keep your self-respect by putting down 
those under you. 


The state uses the "unhappy conscious¬ 
ness" to mobilize the open and latent racist 
tendencies into the right direction. 

In the recent past public prosecutors 
have been apt to manage problems at will 
by the above-mentioned method. Release 
rapists, thus creating a lot of social unrest. 


And then using this social unrest as a 
means of pressure against an unwilling po¬ 
litical or juridical power, to solve the so- 
called shortage of cell space. However the 
figures on criminality are a political datum. 
They are not based on statistics but on po¬ 
litical priorities, the definition of criminal¬ 
ity is a political definition. 

The above-mentioned political mecha¬ 
nisms, which the state and the ruling class 
use to reach their aims in a concealed way 
as long as possible, was called the mecha¬ 
nism of the passive revolution by the 
Italian revolutionary Gramsci. 

As shown before, this is not about the 
full acceptance of all the political aims of 
Lubbers and co. It’s about putting the pop¬ 
ulation under pressure and bringing them 
into confusion, enough to push through re¬ 
forms and reorganizations, without too 
much resistance at one time: the famous 
salami-tactic of the state as it was used 
with the "broad public discussion" 18 about 
nuclear energy and the modernization de¬ 
cision to station 48 nuclear missiles. 

By this way, Gramsci developed this 
conception of passive revolution as an an¬ 
alytical instrument to explain why Italian 


fascism was so popular amongst the men 
and women from the working class and the 
women from the middle class. 

The migrants policy as it is being exe¬ 
cuted by the Dutch state, in connections 
with the other candidates for the internal 
market, is also evoking other historical 


comparisons. In an article in "Hervormd 
Nederland" (progressive Christian 
weekly), called "the struggle against the 
non-paying/unrenumerative poor contin¬ 
ues", the witness-expert Ralph Syring, who 
is present as well, wrote about an investi¬ 
gation into the economic basis and eco¬ 
nomic theories of Nazi-fascism. In this ar¬ 
ticle he quoted the following from a study 
of Suzanne Heim and Gotz Aly: "After the 
Nazis had burnt numerous documents in 
the beginning of 1945, the systematic con¬ 
nection between the economic moderniza¬ 
tion and the murdering of mostly superflu¬ 
ous people was thrust upon us." 

Anno 1988 this sentence would be as 
follows: "The systematic connection be¬ 
tween economic reorganization and the 
deportation and starving of mostly super¬ 
fluous people was thrust upon us." 

In this case the superfluous are the non- 
Westem asylum seekers. People that took 
the step of moving to those places where 
their riches were dragged away to, which 
primarily has to be seen as an act of resis¬ 
tance. In the framework of the economic 
reorganization and European unification, 
these people are forced to return to famine 
and repression. This can only be explained 
as one of the forms of passive genocide. 
Firstly because the economies in the Three 
Continents are fully dependant upon the 
Western-dominated world market The 
Dutch involvement in this has been proved 
by the fact that it is seated in all the bodies 
which organize that passive genocide: the 
IMF, the Worldbank, the European Com¬ 
munity, the Club of Ten, the Club of Paris 
and the OESO. At the same time Holland 
is also seated in all organizations that re¬ 
press the population in the Three Conti¬ 
nents, if they revolt against the economic 
and political order: NATO and its Western 
European extension, the West European 
Union. And this is a proven involvement in 
one of the forms of active genocide. 

Another field in which Holland is 


actively taking part, bringing about 
famines, forming deserts and sexist 
population politics, is the role that it has in 
the development of gene technology and 
ergonomics: the control of over birth and 
growth, the production of life in all its 
aspects. 

Here’s the underlying stream of the 
international reorganization of today. Heim 
and Aly: "It has consequences for the 
question about whether something like 
population science which analyses and 
wants to change a population’s qualitative 
and quantitative composition, should be al¬ 
lowed to exist or whether one should 
refuse it on principle as being inhumane." 

When on the 5th of May 1988, you think 
you have defeated fascism for the forty- 
forth year, you would do good to remain 
silent for an extra 45 minutes. One minute 
for each year for you to realize yourself 
that the foundations of fascism have never 
been defeated: the patriarchal family under 
capitalistic relations with a racist ideology. 
They only underwent a cosmetic change. 

It’s not without cause that until this very 
day top Nazi economists and politicians 
are still active and it is naive to believe that 
these are only exceptions. 

The political mechanism of the passive 
revolution has grown into an indispensable 
instrument for the Dutch state, to be able to 
cope with the crisis of legitimation which 
has been built up in the last few years of 
cuts in expenditure, reorganizations, mod¬ 
ernizations, rationalizations, etc, .etc. It’s a 
weapon to guarantee internal security. And 
the enforcement of internal security is the 

only method the state has to avert the con¬ 
stantly threatening political crisis of the 
system. The last few years have shown a 
series of these almost crises: 

-The threatening violence of the ‘city war’ 
in 1980/8119. 

-The narrowly controlled crisis with regard 
to the resistance against nuclear energy. 
The "broad public discussion" had to save

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open borders that is inherent in this con¬ 
cept of a "citizens’ Europe" at least in re¬ 
gard to the control of the movement of 
aliens and citizens, is seen in the process of 
compulsory identification. The Dutch 
Minister of Justice, Korthals-Altes, has 
said: "The registration of the Sofi-numbers 
(social-fiscal-numbers) has to be combined 
with a more general identity card, with 
name, address and registration number. 
Such an identity card should also be part of 
the new European passport, so that the Eu¬ 
ropean computers will be easily able to 
keep an eye on everyone." 

The form that this compulsory identifi¬ 
cation shall take is more or less defined by 
the strength of a society’s grasp. As the 
crisis deepens and resistance increases, 
compulsory identification will rapidly be 
perfected. 

They are presently working towards un- 
noticeable electronic registration, where 
the magnetic strip in the new European 
passport passes on the registered informa¬ 
tion to the European computer network. 
And thus, easily enabling the filtering of 
aliens, social dependents, political ac¬ 
tivists, aids patients or people in so-called 
risk groups to commence. 

The introduction of the new passport 
means an increase in the repressive func¬ 
tion of the state. The reason why we attack 
this is not that we are scared by a disap¬ 
pearance of the so-called liberal system of 
tolerant dominance. The deepening of the 
crisis and the exacting of repression show 
us that the freedom of the citizen, and the 


"liberal" laws relating to punishment shall 
disappear the moment that a political, eco¬ 
nomic or military necessity arises. 

International reform is the pushing factor 
behind the European unification. Stirred by 
powerful groups such as the "industrial 
round table" and national and European 
politicians, social and political conditions 
are created as economic reformation be¬ 
comes rooted in society. 

The origin of the international reorgani¬ 
zation began with the crisis of the world 
economy in the 70’s. Growing concerns 
about the consciousness of anti-colonial, 
anti-imperialist revolutionary freedom- 
movements in the Third World, led to in¬ 
creased military interventions and the in¬ 
stallation of dictators. This intervention 
policy has lead to a faster transformation 
from semi-feudal and pre-capitalist society 
formations towards societies based upon 
and ruled by capitalism. This led to: 
-international work distribution. The too 
expensive labour intensive sectors of the 
western production system were shifted 
from the centre to the perimeter. Japan had 
South Korea, Europe the Middle East and 
North Africa and America has Latin 
America. 

-an enforced development from the capi¬ 
talist production system. This is necessary 
in order to create regional distribution for 
surplus stocks and consumer goods. The 
results of respective colonial, neo-colonial 
and imperialistic penetrations of the capi¬ 
talist production system are visible. An 
intensification of the North/South contrast. 
This in conjunction with a growing resis¬ 


tance, resulting in an increase in refugees 
and immigrants due to hunger, poverty and 
repression. 

The crisis has brought about social dis¬ 
ruption for the West as well: the info and 
communication society. The West Euro¬ 


pean workers have become too expensive. 
Decreasing work production, (caused by 
the struggle to improve working condi¬ 
tions) and wage costs that were too high, 
led to the fact that at the beginning of the 
1980’s all portions of the European welfare 
state were dissolved. The post-war capi¬ 
talist model, capitalism with a human in¬ 
terest, was pushed aside. The neo-right 
took responsibility for the restructuring 
(Thatcherism, No-Nonsense-politics). 

The solution is equally simple as essen¬ 


tial: realization of the aims of the EEC, 
formed in 1957. These are the formation of 
a common market, and the carrying out of 
a combined economic policy. This internal 
market shall be bigger than that of Japan or 
the US. 


The multinationals have dictated their 
conditions to the (national) politicians. 
National borders are in the way of profit 
margins, the calculated loss being 20 bil¬ 
lion dollars per year. Wisse Dekker (ex-top 
man of Phillips, advisor to Fiat): "The low 
profit margin is brought about firstly by 
the disagreements between small national 
states. Secondly the lack of uniformity in 
industrial relations, trade laws and tax 
systems, and thirdly financial support (per 
land). For some products (glass-fiber ca-

this situation. 


-And the latest example is the peace 
movement, however the state climb out of 
this crisis on its own. Lubbers can thank 
Gorbechev for that. 

During the last ten years, the repressive 
tolerant welfare state, which was still able 
to buy off the resistance by allowing 
marginal changes and improvements, has 
developed into an authoritarian parlia¬ 
mentary democracy. 

You could call it a form of middle class 
dictatorship. 

In any case a democracy in which the 
interests of male and female workers, fe¬ 
male homeworkers, workers on piece 
money schemes, migrants, homeless, un¬ 
employed, etc., are not represented any¬ 
more. 


In the present internationalization of re¬ 
lations, a welfare state doesn’t fit anymore. 

"Demonstrations don’t have any influ¬ 
ence." This is a recent statement made by a 
parliamentarian. When he was asked what 
did have effect, he answered: "An individ¬ 
ual approach works best." In other words, 
only the individualized misery could be 
able to perturb the hearts of the authoritar¬ 
ian democrats. 

The impotence of collective action- 
whether it be hundreds of thousands for 
peace or only half as much against 
apartheid-expresses the political corrup¬ 
tion of parliamentary democracy. Individ¬ 
ualism is the new motto. 

In the near future anti-parliamentarism 
will gain in meaning and substance. Not as 
a reformist strategy to lift the next clowns 
into a seat in parliament, but to give a re¬ 
newed content to the conception: direct 
democracy. The gap which falls between 
the traditional interest organization of the 
welfare state and the "free play of the mar¬ 
ket economy" of the so-called withdrawing 
government, has to be filled. 

Another reason for the interest in anti¬ 
parliamentarism is: the process of the slow 
abolition of the private corporation of 
Holland and the fusion with Europe Ltd., is 
an irreversible process. 

The future of more and more people gets 
decided from the offices of the multina¬ 
tionals, which subsequently hand out their 
principle decisions in Brussels. 

This points out on another level the en¬ 
trance of so-called "Third World rela- 
tions”--the principle that people don’t have 
any influence in regard to decision-making 
anymore. By definition the European uni¬ 
fication is an anti-democratic process. 

How long will Lubbers, Ruding, Dekker, 
de Bruyne20, Loudon 1 * * * * * * * * * * * * * * * * * * * 21 , and co. go on 
thinking they can fool everyone by their 
quaking and bleating about the "Citizens of 
Europe"? Already now it’s clear that it’s a 
"Europe for particular citizens", into which 


some sociological categories of people will 
not be allowed to count themselves. Euro¬ 
pean unification means the introduction of 
a European variant of apartheid. 

Internationalism will be an indispensable 
part of the same anti-parliamentarism. 
Primarily because the exploitation and re¬ 
pression are organized from here. Secondly 
because revolutionary struggle in the Three 
Continents is part of the solution. 

European unification is a step further 
towards the Third World War and in that 
sense part of the problem. 

In short these are a few consequences of 


the international reorganization and Euro¬ 
pean unification. A unification which in 
the first place, has to be seen as a new 
stage, a new front of imperialism and an 
internal front. 

The Third World War is also being 
fought against the resistance inside Eu¬ 
rope: the internal peace of the different 
countries is a life necessity for the ruling 
class to carry through the reorganization. 
An internal peace which can no longer rest 
on social democratic consent models, how¬ 
ever is turning into a more and more public 
war against the internal enemy: a non-de- 
clared war against addicts, migrants, wage- 
dependants and political resistance. The 
revolutionary violence of the RARA is 
turning itself against the internal front, 
against those that finance this front here in 
Western Europe and profit from it 

The revolutionary violence of No 


Pasaran is turning itself also against the 
internal front. 

However, both forms are an expression 
of social defence against the attacks of the 
capitalist system on the existence of people 
on the Three Continents and on the right 
and possibility to exist of the people of the 
so-called underclass in Europe. 

It’s not the RARA that was dragged out 
of anonymity on April 11th, but the con¬ 
tours of a new political movement. 

A movement which sees reality in a total 
coherence and which will not be impressed 
by the threats of Korthals Altes or De 


Only a few words have been said: it’s a 
beginning of a discussion about anti-fas¬ 
cism, anti-racism and anti-imperialism. 

It must have been for these reasons that, 
on Sept. 17, 1985, RARA stated the fol¬ 
lowing: 

There lies the togetherness of our 
struggle, our only perspective and our un¬ 
conditional solidarity with the black revo¬ 
lutionary struggle in South Africa that has 
to be fought for with so much blood. Sup¬ 
port the revolution in South Africa and 
form the front in Western Europe. 

The call-up become a political counter¬ 
force, by a process of revolutionary practi¬ 
cal struggle and its concrete expression,

bles, European space research, super chips) 
certain countries are too small to handle 
the large capacities that these companies 
desperately need.” W. Dekker made the 
above statement from his position as a 
member of the "industrial round table" 
group, the lobby of the European multina¬ 
tionals. Its pure power politics when he 
states: "No one European country is capa¬ 
ble, without support from other European 
countries, to carry out a technological pol¬ 
icy that could warrant support from multi¬ 
nationals." 

No individual European country can dis¬ 
regard the support obtainable from multi¬ 
nationals, because the multinationals with 
their investments (billions) in new tech¬ 
nology are a basic necessity for economic 
development It is the development of new 
technology, e.g. micro-electronics, bio- 
and gene-technology, that Europe has to 
develop in the next century in order to be 
equal economic, political and military 
competitors with the US and Japan. The 
critical point with regard to European in¬ 
dustry lies no longer with the ship build¬ 
ing, steel or mining industries. In South- 
East Asia, ships are built both faster and 
cheaper. In South Africa and Latin Amer¬ 
ica mines are cheaper to maintain and run. 
The critical point lies in new technology 
and ever increasing changes in this process 
thereby force countries to react adequately 
to these changes. The underlying condi¬ 
tions, however, are that the working con¬ 
ditions on both the national and European 
level must be reorganized. Through the in¬ 
troduction of the new unemployment laws, 
on a national level, it takes the form of 


work-inset, that covers every individual. It 
is the control and directing of the total 
work force at the one side, and the unlim¬ 
ited inset of the individual working capac¬ 
ity on the other side. 

Here follow two aspects: 

-internal flexibility. Less people have to 
work more. Through constriction of staff, 
the ability of the individual worker must 
expand. This results in more overtime, 
both at night and on weekends. The 
breaking down of underlying solidarity 
through different wages, the introduction 
of piece-work-wages, and registration of 
work achievements. Resistance does not 
help, harder work does. 

-external flexibility. Continual pressure on 
the agreements between management and 
the worker on one side, and the introduc¬ 
tion of flexible working contracts on the 
other, means that the individual worker 
must be constantly mobile and ready to 
change according to the demands of the 
production process. 

At the European level, this means the 
breaking up of the work relations so that 
the European internal market, protected by 
the so called sanitary-belt, has a permanent 
working reservoir. 

Such social changes are not achieved if 
left to the "free reign of societies’ power". 
It is the work of all the political leaders in 
Europe. Moving from a caring society to 
one with constantly changing structures 
and values. On the national level these 
changes have to be brought about to enable 
restructuring to occur. Education according 
to the needs of the private sector, the 
threatening of the unions with wage reduc¬ 


tions of the unions which do not fall in 
line, or are not responsible enough. On a 
European level, it means coordination of 
budget problems. No more expensive wel¬ 
fare states; a cheaper civil-servant ma¬ 
chine, in short, a reconstruction of the 
housekeeping book. The law makers re¬ 
treat, because the free flow of capital, 
goods and services have been achieved. 

Holland as a trade nation and a trading 
centre and one of the biggest agrarian ex¬ 
porters of the world has a strong need for 
open borders. That is why Holland has 
taken the initiative with regard to all the 
different political lobbies in the European 
community. However there exists dis¬ 
agreements between the member countries. 
The Schengen-accord has to function as a 
crowbar, to open up the sectors where dif¬ 
ferences prevail within other bodies 
working together, e.g., the EPS (European 
Political Unity) and the WEU (Western 
European Military Alliance). All this ac¬ 
cording to the tactics of "the Europe of two 
speeds". The strong centre (Germany, 
France and the Benelux) force the other 
countries to join in, with the condition that 
they also bring about their own internal 
changes with regard to laws, repression 
and work relations. 

The Consequences 

With the introduction of the new pass¬ 
port, in conjunction with the path that has 
been cleared for compulsory identification, 
an important part of the process lies with 
the changes that are needed to be made 
within society. 


A network of registration and control 

points were quickly introduced in order 

that both the state and private sector could 

achieve a greater hold over the interests of 

society. 

We are confronted daily with a number 

of these points. By every "control point", 

the possibilities of sanctions against the so 

called "unacceptable behavior" have been 

incorporated. 

-Well known examples are those of peri¬ 

odical personal enquiries, and the numer¬ 

ous sanctions and controls surrounding the 

welfare system. 

-Central registration is now incorporated in 
education, with a "study pass" in effect, 
and, therefore, an education limit for for¬ 
eign children can easily be accomplished. 
-Registration within the health services 
makes room for the selection of patients 
mostly with regard to personal payments, 
as it would be controlled by the insurance 
companies. 

-Automatic filing systems of the local 
population registration offices, that have 
been opened up by the immigration police, 
in tracking down so called illegal aliens. 
The social welfare spies also use these fil¬ 
ing systems. 

-On the factory floor, where registration of 
individual production quotas are kept, the 
way for the introduction of "piece work" is 
opened, along with the quota system. 

-The new passport offers even more possi¬ 
bilities with regard to this incomplete list. 
If the passport is able to be automatically 
read, every European border crossing can 
be controlled and registered, instead of

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"surprise” controls. The passport offers 
also new possibilities with regard to,na¬ 
tional controls. The grounds for refusal in 
the granting of a passport are hereby 
widened, varying from study debts, unpaid 
taxes, court requests, or the social security. 
The passport can also be used as a lever in 
cases of bankruptcy. The central registry 
(signals list) is thus complete. It’s not the 
mayor, but the minister of foreign affairs 
that makes the decisions in regard to the 
passport. If a passport is recalled, and the 
holder does not abide, a passport ban of 
five years will be imposed. Already 85% 
of the children, compared to 65% of the 
general population, have been registered in 
the new passport system. This measure is 
necessary at the moment that the plans for 
making the passport an all purpose identity 
card are put into effect. The possibility has 
therefore already been taken up in the reg¬ 
ulations of the concept laws of the pass¬ 
port. The harmonization of the laws ac¬ 
cording to the European model, and the in¬ 
creasing inset of police and justice as a re¬ 
pressive body against internal opposition, 
which Korthals Altes (Minister of Justice) 
considers to be the two most important 
priorities necessary in order to achieve Eu¬ 
ropean unity, will have enormous conse¬ 
quences. 

-The reversal of the concept of "innocent 
before being proven guilty", and the com¬ 
bination of this with "registration and con¬ 
trol" measures, already being used by the 
juridical system. One example of this is the 
detainment of goods or money until the 
owner can prove where and how he ob¬ 
tained the goods or money involved. 

-The increase in persecution of soft drug 
users is clearly in line with the general 
feelings of other European countries. 

-The anti-squat law is already in effect. 

-The attempts made to convict people with 
article 140, a new law, which "legally" 
turns politically motivated people into 
"criminals". 

-The number of prison cells are being in¬ 
creased, there are also plans to place more 
than one person in a cell. 

-There are also plans that will enable the 
police to search whoever, whenever they 
like. 

-Finally, there are plans to give the police 
even more power, such as when they can 
make use of their weapons. 

The reorganization of the police force 
and the juridical system, in a repressive 
sense, is moving extremely fast. 

This control over the internal opposition 
is coupled with a radical change in the 
production process. The question is, how 
much can they push down the throats of 
the workers and the unemployed? 

By means of mass unemployment, great 
changes within labour relations have oc¬ 
curred, in the direction of flexibilization of 
labour. A growing percentage of labour is 
being done in overtime, shift work, with 
sub-contracts, and at home. This sort of 
work is being done mostly by women, who 
have been excluded from all the other 
places in the process of production. The 
work is being done in absolute righteous¬ 
ness and for incredibly low piece-wages. 

The average wage per hour drops, the 
individual work application is being in¬ 
creased, and for the benefit of the flexible 
labour inset, the right of resignation is be¬ 
ing mitigated by employers. 

In the employment offices and private 
job centres, a limited definition of 


"suitable" work makes it easier to force 
unemployed people to accept part-time 
jobs or temporary contracts. Further plans 
are to lower just as they did with the 
minimum youth wage, the minimum wage 
for adults, and to abolish the free-Saturday, 
etc. 

How a system of measures, at different 
levels, in the end becomes a closed net¬ 
work can be seen when we look at the 
policy towards aliens. 

By a policy that has been adjusted to the 
European level the last couple of years, all 
conditions of existence are systematically 
being broken down. 


The Dutch are pioneers, in regard to the 
creation of the so-called "sanitary zone" 
around Europe (i.e., that nobody from the 
Third World can get into Europe, and those 
who live here already shall be expelled). 
The Netherlands have been accepting 
fewer and fewer refugees in the last couple 
of years, compared to other countries. In 
the last year, Holland had the highest per¬ 
centage of expulsions. 

More and more groups of people are de¬ 
clared "illegal". 

A system of licenses is being introduced 
(with impossible demands) and controlled 
by way of daily enforced registration. This

already exists. For those who don’t com¬ 
ply, there is unavoidable deportation by the 
well-oiled deportation machine. The racist, 
institutionalized state apparatus rejects ev¬ 
eryone who does not comply with the 
(racist) laws, and have therefore slim 
chances of housing or work. And no work 
means no house, no right to remain, and 
thus expulsion. 

If (when) the most recent proposals of 
the Secretary of State (Korte van Hemel) 
will take place, then different data files 
will be used for the racist ends. Within 
these proposals^ there is already a plea for 
a "duty to report" to the officials who work 
within housing, welfare, education and the 
public health services. They have to report 
to the immigration police whenever an 
"illegal" reports to their counter. 

The network of registrations at the dif¬ 
ferent institutes can be used to exclude 


people completely from society, cut off 
from all means of support/existence. 

Perspective 

There is a common bond with the strug¬ 
gle against the political, economic and 
military reorganization, together with the 
necessary struggle of every single group of 
the population against the attacks on their 
specific living conditions. 

Not only because different measures af¬ 
fect us all. Much more, because every time 
that the ruling class has weakened the re¬ 
sistance of a certain group, its total grip in-

creases. With this the state borrows argu¬ 
ments for an extension of the "duty to re¬ 
port", from the successful introduction of a 
duty to report for a group like the fans of 
football (hooligans) who are disliked by 
the majority of the Dutch people. And 
since they succeeded to force the Tamil 
refugees (as the first group) into a bed- 
bath-bread arrangement, in a fast tempo it 
has become "normal" to apply these camp 
methods to an ever increasing group of 
aliens. How theoretical it may sound at the 
moment: for women, working men and 
women, the unemployed, foreigners, it is 
in our common interest to pursue an offen¬ 
sive action against the introduction of such 
measures. The defensive side; to restrict 
yourself to struggle for individual group 
interests will not succeed, as what they 
cannot obtain against one group they will 
against another. The consequences of that- 
dejection, individual helplessness and 
alienation-have not been so extreme for 
the last twenty years. As well as within 
large groups of people with little or no per¬ 
spective, as within those who have been 
offering resistance. Break through, is a 
condition for survival, the beginning of the 
end of isolation. 

This is our perspective, here in the 
"highly developed" West And all this in 
the awareness that the struggle for our 
freedom is indissolubly bound by the free¬ 
dom struggle in the Third World. The de¬ 
velopment of a united Europe also means 
the worsening of the perspective of the 
people in the Third World. With them, and 
the fighting people in Europe we are 
bound. 

With this communique we wanted to 
contribute to the developing of perspective. 
A contribution about the how and why’s of 
developments and their relationship and 
connections. In this way, despite the mu¬ 
tual differences-to look upon the common 
consequences, and to move from there to 
recognizing the necessity of common re¬ 
sistance and to develop the struggle.

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Below we present two communiques from the West German autonomist urban guerrilla 
group the Revolutionary Cells (Revolutionaire Zellen-RZ). 

For Free Floods 

"For Free Floods " is a continuation of the RZ campaign to establish open borders and 
free refugee cities, a campaign aimed at "winning back a concrete anti-imperialism" by 
developing an anti-imperialist praxis on the class front in West Germany . In this cam¬ 
paign, the RZ differentiate themselves from various "humanitarian, naivellegal " groups 
such as churches and unions which uphold the defense of asylum rights; they support not 
only refugees fleeing from political persecution but also from the cultural and economic 
devastation brought about by the penetration of the multinationals in their countries. 

The RZ do not make any demands of the state, whom they regard as the source of vio¬ 
lence against the refugees. They see themselves as only part of a movement to provide a 
space for refugees outside of the state s control, and they see their attacks on the state ap¬ 
paratus used to register and control refugees as only becoming sensible "when there are 
networks for the concrete support for refugees, when a subversive practice has factually 
changed the conditions." These attacks have included the arson attack on the building of 
the immigration police in Hamburg; the bombing of the computer center for the Central 
Register of Foreigners in Cologne; the attack on the chief administrative court in Luneb- 
urg (notorious for its anti-immigrant court rulings); the destruction of the cars of two 
leading functionaries of the Berlin Red Cross (the Red Cross profits from the camps set up 
in West Germany for immigrants); the kneecapping of the Chief of Immigration Police in 
Berlin Harald Hollenberg, as well as attacks on other anti-immigration authorities in Ha¬ 
gen and Hamm. Communiques from these actions can be read in Resistance No. 11. 


lence and a rigid application of social- 
technical instrumentation, this racist spe¬ 
cial authority sets measures for the control 
of coming social conflicts. Next to the di¬ 
vision of refugees by camp in the FRG, 
like the camps of the German Red Cross, 
the ZSA makes rules for the "social and 
medicinal welfare". With the Red Cross, 
they form a symbioses in the daily ex¬ 
ploitation and oppression of the camp in¬ 
habitants. It begins with them being forced 
to apply for Soziknete in the ZSA, because 
the two-year ban on working for new 
refugees takes away any basis for indepen¬ 
dent existence. The ZSA gives a consider¬ 
ably minimized social assistance allot¬ 
ment: refugees receive 50 DM [1 DM is 
approximately $.50US] per month and, if 
they live outside the camp, 190 DM in 
stamps. With all means-often by stretch¬ 
ing out the stamps, the Soziknete, the rent 
payments, etc.-fhe ZSA attempts to force 
the refugees to live in the camps. 

There are three primary reasons for the 
concentration in the camps: first it ensures 
the labour-market-oriented use of the 
refugees, because they can be more easily 
required to perform forced labour. Second, 
the Red Cross earns brownie points in the 
camps. We have gone into this more in our 
statement on the firebombing of Red Cross 
functionaries’ cars. 

Thirdly, the forced internment of differ¬ 
ent nationalities is directed against the 
power of resistance of refugees: driven 
against one another, they are diverted from 
organizing necessary refugee aid and pre¬ 
vented from building clandestine struc¬ 
tures. Not the least, the barbed wire lain 
around the camps makes it difficult to in¬ 
termix with the milieu existing here. 

Narrowing the standard of living to the 
lowest level and ignoring elementary as¬ 
sistance-health insurance cards are held 
back, certificates are not accepted, treat¬ 
ment of the sick is neglected-is not the 
peak of arbitrariness but the methods of a 
logically functioning racist administrative 
machinery. 

Our goal is not to fight for an improved 
social technocracy, our attack on these 
special authorities is on their fundamental 
nature. The ZSA and with it all racist au¬ 
thorities must go. 

Revolutionary Cells 
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O ur attack on the Central Welfare 
Office (ZSA) in Berlin is directed 
against the asylum policies of the 
racist special authorities. 

It is not a call for a more human asylum 
policy. It is fatal to believe something can 
be achieved through demands on the 
rulers. For an example of the most recent 
proofs of this in Lebanon, the ice-cold 
logic of merciless pro-deportation politi¬ 
cians has been made clear. A component 
and precondition of these politics is the 
administrative transformation of the Berlin 
Senate (i.e., also the Minister of the Inte- 
^ rior). The Central Welfare Office for Asy¬ 
lum Applicants (ZSA), a centralistic spe¬ 
cial authority created especially for 
refugees coming here, has taken over this 
role. 

The political, racist premises these au¬ 
thorities act under reflect the direct inter¬ 
ests of the European allies: systematic in¬ 
sulation from the worldwide migration 
movements, through closing borders, 
above all the entrance to the FRG and 
West Berlin, through channelization and

Just like the Central Register of Foreign¬ 
ers in Koln and the foreigner-division of 
the cops, the ZSA is absolutely centrally 
organized-in a departure from the struc¬ 
tures of other social authorities that are 
communally or regionally brought to¬ 
gether.

Our second communique concerns an attack on an important building contractor of the 
nuclear reprocessing plant currently under construction at Wackersdorf in southern 
Bavaria. The struggle to prevent the construction of this plant has been the focus of the 
West German anti-nuclear movement since 1985 and significant gains have been made, in¬ 
cluding a close bond between local residents and rock-throwing autonomists. Besides mil¬ 
itant demonstrations at the construction site there have been numerous attacks made on 
contractors ’ building and equipment, of which this attack is but one example. Repression 
too, has increased with the use of a TV program asking viewers to identify masked 
protestors for reward, the use of rubber bullets, the banning of demonstrations within six 

miles of Wackersdorf; and the prohibition of mask wearing at demonstrations. For more 
information on the WAA at Wackersdorf see Open Road issues 17,18,19, and 21. 


Take Revolutionary Initiatives Against 
the Concrete Projects of the System- 
Prevent the WAA 

T oday, we set fire in the rooms of 
the West Berlin establishment of 
the building contractor E. Heit- 
kamp at Kurfrstendam 54. Our attack was 
aimed at one of the largest contractors in 
the nuclear energy field, which encom¬ 
passes making architectural planning cal¬ 
culations, construction of reactor buildings 
and pressure chambers, quality testing, 
cooling towers, plans/sketches and con¬ 
struction for camps of radioactive waste, as 
well as reprocessing (WAA) projects. 

Heitkamp is participating alongside 
Hoch-Tief, Dyckerhoff & Widmann, Uhde 
Anlagenbau and Lurgi in the current re¬ 
construction in Oberpfalz as a general 
contractor. 

Hidden behind a political economic 
mask, the reprocessing plant (WAA) is a 
militaristic project of the imperialist FGR 
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cally stirred up fears of a crippled child, 
the strategy to plant in everyone’s heads 
cost-effectiveness thinking, and to make 
sickness an individual burden and problem, 
has apparently had success. To make the 
demand for self-determined use of human- 
genetic counselling means to raise the de¬ 
mand for self-determined selection. 

Self-determination is no longer a collec¬ 
tive, political and fighting demand against 
the integration/submission to ruling rela¬ 
tions, but rather is a legitimization for in¬ 
dividualistic processes. This individualiza¬ 
tion of political conflicts makes us not only 


state, intended to give the powerful capa¬ 
bility of beginning their own atomic bomb 
production. As a NATO ally, the FRG 
state thereby gains greater influence inside 
the metropoles and the Third World-its 
imperialist plans there can take root with 
greater strength. In 1995, with the comple¬ 
tion date of the reprocessing plant, the 
agreement banning atomic weapons con¬ 
struction will also have run out. 

For us, this is the most important point

Ciba-Geigy has also been taking part in 
research projects financed by the WHO to 
find medications for tropical diseases and 
has been testing the combined use of dif¬ 
ferent medications against leprosy. 

In the pharmaceutical and rural economy 
areas, Ciba-Geigy offers services to estab¬ 
lish and secure the firm’s place in Third 
World countries. So, for example, in 
Kuwait: Ciba-Geigy "aids" in the planning 
of a pharmaceutical factory. In Uganda 
Ciba-Geigy "assists" in the reconstruction 
of the pharmaceutical health care system. 
In Peru, Ciba-Geigy offers an anti-tuber¬ 
culosis project. In Sudan, it delivers pesti¬ 
cide for an anti-malaria project, an exten¬ 
sion of a program of the agro-chemical di¬ 
vision. 

Development and industrialism to com¬ 
bat hunger? 

In connection with the "green revolu¬ 
tion", the chemical and pharmaceutical 
firms among others, are opening up new 
markets in the countries of the Three Con- 
tinents2. 

Their practice is catastrophic. Under the 
pretext of increasing yields, large areas of 
fields are sprayed with insecticides without 
concern for the health of people, animals 
and drinking water. 

According to WHO, every minute a per¬ 
son is poisoned and every two hours one 
dies from insecticides. No one can assess 
correctly the actual extent of pollution. The 
practice of the firms hides enough. 

Ciba-Geigy is worldwide the "pioneer" 
of insecticides in great measures. 
ATRAZIN is one of the most important 
weedkillers (herbicides) of Ciba-Geigy. 
Because of extremely high percentages of 
ATRAZIN in the Rhine, only a day after 
the Sandoz catastrophe3, ATRAZIN 
bounced back into the public light 
ATRAZIN is most dangerous and prob¬ 
lematic. It is used above all in com grow¬ 
ing, for com is resistant to ATRAZIN. All 
other plants and "weeds" are exterminated 
by blockage of their photosynthesis. In 
bodies of water, even tiny concentrates of 
ATRAZINA are poisonous. Algae stores 
this poison and concentrates it. The con¬ 
taminated algae serve as nourishment for 
fish and other animals. On the land too, 
ATRAZINA does much damage. It is non- 
biodegradable and remains in the soil for a 
long time. Of the substances it does de¬ 
compose into, very little is known. Some 
bring up the idea of genetic alteration. 
Many "weeds" are already resistant to 
ATRAZIN. Therefore, it must be sprayed 
in ever increasing amounts, which builds 
more resistance, and the poisonous spiral 
continues upward. 

In Gezira/Sudan, in the largest farm 
project in the world, Ciba-Geigy had a ter¬ 
ritory of 800 square km., on which the firm 
had a monopoly for insecticide application. 
In 1981, Ciba-Geigy was expelled from 
Gezira. the result of the insecticide was a 
biological catastrophe. The insects were 
battled with a nerve poison and a combi¬ 
nation poison containing DDT. The pests 
became resistant, the people and animals 
poisoned. In spite of this mess, Ciba-Geigy 
is still very much in business in Sudan, 
with weed extermination materials for 
cotton plantations and insecticide materials 
for sugar cane farms. 

Also, the cotton insecticide GALE- 
CRON from Ciba-Geigy is cancer-causing 
and has been the subject of debate for 
years. Only now has the multinational said 
it will be withdrawn. 



Through the decade-long application of 
pesticides on mono-culture crops, the bio¬ 
logical balance has been totally destroyed. 
On this background the buying up of seed 
farms by the chemical firms is explainable. 
To guarantee at all costs the yields of food 
plants, and to effect an increase, the ca¬ 
pacity to resist environmental influences, 
pests and diseases, as well as herbicides 
and pesticides, must be developed. For 
this, gene and biological technology plays 
a central role. Thus, researchers from Ciba- 
Geigy in the USA have discovered a gene 
that makes com resistant to ATRAZIN, 
which is produced by the same company. 
Now, it will be attempted to splice this 
gene into the genetic material of other food 
plants for which the use of ATRAZIN has 
not been possible (soybeans, for instance). 
In the future, manipulated seed, its correct 
herbicide, and the appropriate fertilizer 
will be sold to the farmers in a packet. 
With an expenditure of 42.8 million Sfr, 
Ciba-Geigy has placed new construction 
for a laboratory for bio-technological re¬ 
search for the Pharmasparte in Basel. Next 
to projects for medicines, they are running 
bio-technological experiments in the areas 
of plant protection, animal husbandry, 
technical chemicals, and bio-energy. In 
sum, the significance of gene technology 
for the firm lies in the reduction of pro¬ 
duction costs. Ciba-Geigy leads two gene 
manipulation projects aimed at reducing 
the costs of the antibiotic RIFAMPICIN. 

The expected consequences of this are a 
massive restructuring in the production 
area of the pharmacological and chemical 
industry leading to further mass layoffs. 

Like micro-electronics, gene and bio¬ 
technology is also of particular signifi¬ 
cance to military strategists, the dream of 
bacterial weapons, less spectacular than 
nuclear weapons but at least as effective, 
has crept back into the perceptual area, that 
offers the pharmaceutical and chemical in¬ 
dustry an additional profit-rich participa¬ 
tion in the armaments industry (the budget 
for biological weapons has multiplied ten¬ 
fold in the USA since 1981). Biological 
weapons are distinctive through their self¬ 
augmentation and their difficult provabil¬ 
ity. Strategy papers for NATO praise the 
advantages of these weapons "in the cru¬ 
sade against evil", "for raids in the depths 
of space" or "in the hinterland of the en¬ 
emy". Moreover, gene technological alter¬ 
ations of human beings, next to pacifica¬ 
tion drugs, could also be made possible. 
"Possibly we could use ‘human engineer¬ 
ing’ to immunize our soldiers against 
stress just as today we inoculate against

disease", so it says in Airland Battle 2000. 

The pharmaceutical giant Ciba-Geigy is 
a typical example of how, with the capi¬ 
talist-patriarchal logic of technical and sci¬ 
entific "progress"-read exploitation and 
extermination of humans and nature-the 
destruction of social structures and living 
environments too is being oracticed and 
pushed forward all around the world. 

In cooperation with politics, military and 
science, they are trying to solve the ever- 
increasing difficulties of utilization of cap¬ 
ital (sinking rates of profit, crises of over¬ 
production) through opening up new in¬ 
vestment markets and the creation of new 
needs. \ 

For the imperialist companies, it is ever 
more possible to sell further their ideology 
of progress and their new technologies 
(bio- and gene-technology) as the struggle 
against hunger and disease and as a contri¬ 
bution to the development of "better" liv¬ 
ing conditions. This also shows the unbro¬ 
ken credibility of progress to the people in 
the metropoles, and that the divisive poli¬ 


tics of the rulers of the First World-Third 
World, men—women, poor-rich, white- 
coloured, etc. still functions very well. 

Our action does not aim at placing de¬ 
mands on this company. Bayer, Hoechst, 
and Sandoz conduct the same misanthropic 
policies. For just this reason, we think that 
it is necessary to fundamentally break^^ 
through the logic of this system and de¬ 
velop consistent forms of resistance to it 

Therefore, we set a bomb at the new 
human-pharmacological institute of Ciba- 
Geigy in the night of June 20, 1987 and 
damaged the building.
